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THE CITY OF DESOLATION 


THE LARTHQUAKE'S TERRIBLE 
WORK IN CHARLESTON. 
HOMELESS CITIZENS CAMPING IN THE 
OPEN SQUARES—THIRTY-FIVE BODIES 

RECOVERED FROM THE RUINS. 
CHARLESTON, 8. C., Sept. 2.—Another 


night of terror has been passed by the inhabit- | 


ants of this demolished city, and to-day people 
are becoming caimer and something like a sys- 
tematic effort is being made to figure up the loss 
in life and property Up te the present time 35 


lives are known to have been sacrificed, and it is | 


not believed that all the bodies have yet been 
discovered. The heaps of*brick and telegraph 
poles and wires which are piled up in Meeting 
and Sroad streets, where the force of the first 
Gestructive shock seems to have been concen- 
trated, undoubtedly cover the bodies of more 
of the dead. Several persons are missing, 
principally of the colored element, but it is not 
safe to assume that they are dead, for the negroes 
Were so thoroughly panic-stricken that they 
rushed frantically in all directions, and many of 
the missing ones undoubtedly left the city, and 
did not stop running until their legs gave cut. It 
is hoped that the list of deaths is practically 
completed, but there can be no certainty of this 
efor days to come, until the streets have been 
cleaned and the rubbish thereon has been thor- 
oughly overhauled. The list of the wounded will 
foot up into hundreds.

Mr. Burgess, of the firm of Whiting & Burgess, 
silverware dealers in New-York, was struck on 
the head by a brick after the first shock and 
knocked down. Other débris struck him.on the 
body, injuring him badly, but not fatally. J. E. 
Tully and L. E. Wright, New-York salesmen, 
were slightly hurt, and had narrow escapes from 
falling buildings. 

The damage to property, according to the esti- 
mate to-day, will probably amount to $5,000,- 
000. Examination shows that fully seven- 
eighths of the buildings in the city are either 
completely wrecked or have been so serious- 
ly damaged that it will not be safe to occupy 
them until extensive repairs have been made. 
The wharves and warehouses on the city front 
generally withstood the shock uninjured, so that 
the commercial facilities of the city were not 
seriously affected. The majority of the build- 
ings which were wrecked were the residences of 
the poor, small, low wooden buildings, which 
were not very valuable in themselves, but which 
represented everything to the poor owners. 
and tenants. Ofthe lurger and more valuable 
structures, the historic old churches, St. Michael’s 
and St. Phillips, areso badly wrecked that they 
areasource of constant danger. and they will 
probably have to comme down. The damage to 
telegraph lines and telephone wires was enor- 
mous. The wires are twisted into att manner of 
shapes and block the streets in all directions, 
while many of the poles have fallen and others 
lean dangerously out of the perpendicular. The 
tracks of alithe railroads leading into the city 
are twisted and wrenched out of position, and 
the companies will be taxed heavily for repairs. 

Last night, like that of Tuesday, was passed 
by the terrified inhabitants of the city in the 


public squares and in such streets as were com- 
paratively free from obstructions. . Temporary 
te sts were hastily constructed of blankets, sheet- 
ing, and whatever material could be utilized, 
aud Charleston was transformed into a large 
ecaiup of terrified people. The screams and 
a of children and the shricks of fright- 
ened women fillei the night air, mingled with 
the pitiful groaus of the wounded and dying. 
There was no sleep in the demolished city. Ev- 
erybody was apprehensive of fresh shocks which 
mixzht complete the destruction which the first 
bad s@neariy wreught. The shouting and pray- 
ing of the trigh teved negroes, who believed that 
the earthquake was but an advance messenger 
from Gabriel, and that the day of judgment was 
it hand, would have been ludicrous under other 
“rcumstaunces, but in the face of the misery of 
the desolate city they added to the terror and 
solemnity of the slowly moving hours. 

The aypprehensious of more shocks to come were 
pot Without grounds. At 8:30 o’clock, and again 
at 11:50, the premonitory rumbling was heard, 
and the earth quivered and heaved, while women 
and children screamed and ran hastily from the 
uuprovised tents. The men were no braver in 
the midst of this mysterious peril, and many a 
woman showed herself more courageous than 
her stronger companions. At 1 o'clock this 
nornmg and again at 5 o’clock the awful visita- 
tions were repeated, but fortunately none of 
these later shucks did any damage which is 
recognizable by the side of the destruction 
wrought on Tucsday night. They simply acted 
as fresh incentives to fear and as additional bur- 
dens on the already overstrained nerves of the 
sufferers. Altogether 16 distinct shocks of earth- 
quake have passed through the fallen city, in- 
cluding the first great wave of Tuesday. 

‘Daylight was a blessed relief to the great 
camp among the ruins, aud with it men roused 
themselves from the stupor of fear in which 
they had passed the last 36 hour, and began to 
lgvk the situation squarely inthe face. The work 
of clearing away the débris and recovering the 
budies of the dead was begun and prosecuted 
steadily, and by afternoon many of the streets 
had been rendered passable for velicles and 
something like the ordinary life of the city 
began to be manifested. Telegrams sent by 
friends of the sufferers bad piled up in the West- 
ern Union oifice ali night, but they could not be 
delivered because nobody knew where to find 
the persons addressed among the teuts which 
had taken the place of the ordinary residences. 
Every effort is being made to deliver the wes- 
suzes to-day and to restore an eilicient tele- 
graphic service to the city. 


SCENE OF THE RUINS. 

The people are gradually taking account of the 
fetails of the injury worked by the earthquake, 
and tne list of damages to property is startling. 
A limited section in the south of the city isa 
sample of the whole. Standing at the Post Of- 


fice and looking west an almost impassable 
roadway of débris meets the eye. The building 
ot the Chamber of Commerce is badiy damaged, 
@ portion of the south and east walls having 
been thrown down by the violence of the shock,

«Cousier Building lie upon the sidewalk, leaving 
; iit slate roof and a portion cf the attic floor ex- 
posed. Almost the entire front of the bnilding 
occupied by Myers’s cigar store and Smith’s 
stencil establishment is turn out, leaving the 
upper fioors expused. The Plenge Building, at 
the corner of Church-street, was badly damaged. 

Most of the buildings on Church-street are 
more or less damaged, but the violence of the 
earthquake is most perceptible at the historic 
intersection of Broad aud Meeting streets. The 
police station is almost a compiete wreck. The 
upper edge of the wall bas been torn down and 
that of the uorth wall has fallen on the 
rovf of the poreb, carrying it away 
and leaving oply the iarge fiuted pillars 
standing. The City Hall apparently escaped 
serious camage, but is badly cracked cn the east 
wall, and the Court House building is badly 
damaged, the walls being cracked in several 

laces aud portions of the roof and gables be- 
a thrown down. The fire proof buildiug seems 
to stand asarock. The gabies of the north and 
south porches. however, made of solid brown- 
stone, have been thre wn to the pavement below. 
This appears to be the only damage done to

wie wank wreck in the locality, however, is St. 
Michael’s Ghureh, which seems doomed to de- 
struction. The steeple, the repairs on which 
had just been ezmpleted, seems to be intact, but 
itis nearly out of plumb ané is in momentary 
danger of falling. The massive port has been 
wWrenuched trom the body of the church, and 
the building has beeu cracked in four places. 
One crack in the north wall extends 
from the eaves to the lower window, two on the 
west face of the church extend the entire Reirut 
of the building, and one on the south wall a - 
extends from the eaves down almost tc the 
focndations. These cracks are all immediately

The buildings between Meeting and King 
streets are all more or less damaged, the effects 
of the earthquake being the same in nearly every 
instance. The front wall of Dr. Desaussure’s 
residence has been thrown down, leaving the 
attic floor exposed; and several buildings on the 
south side of the street have been similarly 
treated. West of King-street the most serious 
damage is to the episcopal residence. 
The gable end has been thrown down, 
the wall falling on the roof of the spacious porch 
and crushing itin. The new and handsome resi- 
dence of Capt. F. W. Wagoner, and that of Mr. 
Arhur Barnwell, immediately opposite, do not 
appear to have been seriously damaged. The 
second floor veranda of Capt. Wagoner’s house 
on the west side has been crushed in, but be- 
yond this the building shows no signs of the ter- 
riple shaking of Tuesday night. 

The fashionable boulevard of Charleston pre- 
sents a seene of desolation. 
Broad-street one passes through a block of 
burned houses. The tire, starting at No. 118, the 
third building from the corner of Broad-street 
on the east side, consumed the entire row of 
buildings as far north as Tully’s old stand, 
next the Quaker graveyard. The tew 
houses left on that side of the street 
are more or less shattered and guited. The few 
houses on the west side of the street north of 
Broad street have not escaped the general fate, 
although the damage is not as great as in other 
portions of the street. The immense vacant lot 
on the west side of the street is vuccupied by the 
families who lived in the burned houses and who 
are camped ont on the sward with the few house- 
hold effects saved from the flames. 

From Queen-street to Horlbeck-alley almost 
every house is shattered, the tops of the walls 
near the roof being thrown down. The large 
building at the corner of Clifiord aud King 
streets, formerly Silcox’s furniture store, has, to 
all outward appearances, miraculously escaped. 
From Horlbeck-alley to Market-street the dam- 
age is not 80 great asit might have been. Robbs’s 
lot, on the east side of the street, is occupied by 
several hundred people camping out. The Vic- 
toria Hotel appears to have escaped, and the 
Acadeniy of Music shows no signs of the earth- 
quake on the outside at least. 

From Market to Hazel-street the damage does 
not seem to be as great as in other portions of 
the city. The Waverly House is externally un- 
injured. The large red brick boarding house, 
however, immediately oppositeand next south of 
the corner of Beaufain-street, has . suffered 


badly, the tob of the wall under the eaves hav- | 


ing been stripped off on all sides. The 
handsome block of stuvres from Beaufain to 
Wentworth street has been singularly preserved, 
very few of the French plate glass fronts being 
broken, although here and there a parapet is 
thrown down and bricks displaced from walls. 
‘The Masonic Temple seems to have escaped, and 
the damage to the buildings between this poiut 
and Calhoun-street seems not to be so great, us 
far as outward appearances go. In Wentworth. 
street the handsowe hall of the German Artillery 
has been badly damaged; the northeast and 
northwest corners of the buildiug have both gone. 
Coming down Meeting-street from Calboun- 
street the signs of the ee are very plain. 
Both the High School and the Freundschafts 
Bund Halli are eee uninjured. The 
building of the Charleston Water Works, on 
George-street, is uninjured, and so, strange to 
siy,is the immense three-million-gallou reser- 
voir on the premises, although the brick house 
oppusite in George-street is badly damaged. 
The shock on Monday night severed the pipe 
through which water was forced into the stand 
pipe, and during the progress of the tires the 
pressure was applied directly to the main. This 
pipe was, however, replaced, and the stand pipe, 
which was uninjured, was filled with water. 

All over the city the injury is of the saine char- 
acter, Aspecial report from Mount Pleasant, 
opposite Charleston, says that a sink near the 
German Church, which on Tuesday was perfect- 
ly dry sand, is now full of fresh water. Near 
Shell-street there is a cabin occupied by a col- 
ored man that is completely surrounded by 
yawning chasms, extending through the earth’s 
surface for 10 feet aud over. All around this 


there are sinks of fresh water and masses of mud, | 


with queer-looking soft substances that have 
never been seen here before. itis contended by 
many that the mud and other substances found 
around the village are volcanic matter. 

Just after the first great shock or Tuesday 
night there was a decided and distinct smell of 
escaping sulphuric acid gas over the entire vil- 
lage. The smell lasted throughout the night. 
and was distinct in those localities where the 
cavities in the earth were must numerous. Some 
say. that portions of jhe mud throw1 up 
by the waterspouts are strongly impregnate 
with sulphur, and that small portions 
of sulphur can be found in the = mud, 
Not tar from Charleston on the road to 
Summerville extensive mounds of clay were 
thrown up and hillocks of saud, in most cases in 
the share of inverted cones, the hollow parts of 
which had evidently been formed by the action 
of the water returning into the depths from 
which it had been raised. In many cases the 
erupted matter had streamed away from the 
breaks in the surface of the earth’ to 
a distance of from 20 to 50 feet. In 
other places there were fissures almost invaria- 
bly extending from north to south. These cracks 
were not wide, and extended downward, always 
inaslanting direction. The matter that was 
thrown up was of a dull, dark slaty color, and 
was mixed with gravel. There was also a little 
shale, and in general the mud resembled that 
whichis thrown from the bottom of the phos- 
phate pits along theriver. The waterin some 
places had the taste of our artesian water, but in 
many instances it was just as clear and limpidas 
from a mountain spring. 

These evidences of the great convulsion are 
not local. They extend far and near in every 
direction from the city limits of Charleston to 
Summerville, and at the latter place it was found 
from trustworthy information that the cracks and 
fissures are every where visible for miles and miles 
around. Strangely enough some of these were 
in active operation, and the constant shocks that 
were felt at Summerville sent the water out 
of these fissure in jets to the height 
of from 15 to 20 feet. This was 
evidently the result of the cracks being 
filled with water, and then the sides opening 
and closing by each succeeding shock. These 
appearances were, of course, suggestive of still 
more violent eruptions, and there was a 
constant dread everywhere that there would 
be a general inundation caused by some ex- 
traordinary force of the earthquake. Not only 
was the water emitted in the low places where it 


| might be expected to exist all the time, but on 


the tops of the highest elevations the mud could 
be seen. 
force was being exerted at rather more than the 
depth that was at first thought to be its limit. 

No attempt has been made to resume business 


to-day, the whole attention of the people being |; 


given to making their residences safe and to pro- 
viding forthe homeless. The City Council will 
probably meet to-morrow to provide measures 
of relief for the poor. It is feared that much 
distress will prevail for some time, as by far the 


larger part of those whose property has been 


destroyed or seriously damaged belong to the 
poorer classes. Already the available working- 
men have seized the opportunity to realize on 
the sufferings of their fellows, and the brick- 
layers to-day advanced their rates to $6 a day. 
The people are as cheerful as possible under the 
terrible circumsiances, and are trying to restore 
order out. of chavs. Expressions of gratitude 
are heard on all sides for the generous offers of 
assistance made from all quarters, North, 
West, and South, andin all probability the aid 
thus tendered will be needed to place the city on 
its feet again. 
A RAILROAD ACCIDENT. 

Near Ten-mile Hill a fatal accident occurred 

on Tuesday night. The down Columbia train 


jumped the track. The Engineer Burus, and 
the fireman, ‘Arnold, colored, were badly 
injured by the tremendous leap. which 
the train took in the durk, under the 
unseen influence of the. shock that 
dismantled the rvad. It is said that the earth 
suddenly gave way and that the engine first 
plunged down the temporary declivity. It was 
then raised to the top of the succeed- 
ing terrestrial undulation, and, having reached 
the top ot the wave, a sudden 
swerving of the force to the right 
and left hurled the ill-fated train down the em- 
bankment. How it was done was plainly indi- 
cated. In many places along the track of the 
South Carolina and Northeastern Railroads and 
and for the space of several hundred yards 
in width the dreadful energy of the 
earthquake was expended in two particular 
ways. First, there were intervals of a hundred 
yards and more in which the track had the 
appearance of having been alternately 
raised and depressed, like a line of waves 
frozen in their last position. ‘The second in- 
dication was where the force had oscillated 
from east to west, bending the rails in re- 
verse curves, most of thein taking the shape 
of a single and others of a double letter 5S 
placed longitudinally. These latter accidents 
occurred almost invariably at trestles and cul- 
verts. There’ were no less than five of them be- 
tween the Seven-mile Junction and Jedburg. In 
other plaves the track had the appearance of 
being kiuked for miles. 


The train at the time of.the earthquake was ° 


running along at the usual speed, aud when 
about a mile south of Jedburgit eucountered a 
terrible experfence. It was freighted with 
hundreds of excursionists returning from the 
mountains. They were all gay and happy, laugh- 
ing and talking, when all of a sudden, in the 
language of oue of the excursionists, the 
train appeared to have left the track and 
was going up, up, up into the air. This 
was the rising wave. Suddenly it descended, 
and, as it rapidly fell, it was fiung first 
violently over to the east, the side of the car ap- 
arently leaning over at less than an augle of 45 
egrees. Then there was a reflex action, and 
the train righted and was hurled, with a roar as 
of a discharge of artillery over to the west, and 
finally subsided on the track and took a plunge 
downward, evidently on the descending wave. 
The engineer put n the brakes tight, but so 


of the clock pointed to 9:55, 
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great was the original and added momentum 
that the train kept right ahead. It is said on 
peice pe authority that the train actually 
galloped along the track, the front and rear 
coaches rising and falling alternately. 

The utmost confusiou prevailed, women and 
children shrieked with dismay, and the bravest 
heart quailed in momentary expectation of a 
more terrible catastrophe. The Rev. Ellison Capos 
chanced to be on board, and he lost no time in 
conveying, a8 best he could in the agony of the 
moment, the best advice and counsel he could 
offer. The train was taken back in the direction 
of Jedburg, and on the way back 
work of the earthquake was terribly 
The train had actaally passed over one of those 
serpentine curves already described, and it is the 
simple truth to state that every soul on board 
was saved solely through the interposition of a 
divine Providence. 

The horror of the situation in Summerville on 

Wednesday was much intensified by certain 
were not observed in 
Charleston to any great extent. All during the 
day there wasa constant series of detonations, 
now east, now west, and from all possible 
directions. It resembled the discharge of heavy 
gee at intervals of about 10 minutes, and was 
ike the sounds of a bombardment at a great 
distance. All of these explosions were not 
accompanied by tremors of the earth, as it was 
only occasionally that the earth would quake 
from subterranean discharges. A remarkap!e 
fact was noted in Summerville in respect to the 
bulging of the water from the interior of the 
earth. Nearly all the wells had been at low 
water. There was asudden riseinall of these 
wells, and the additional water Was pure. Look- 
ing down into one of them the observer could, 
just before any of the loud detunations, see the 
water rise up the walls of the wells, and after 
the shock again subside. 

Despite the losses by the earthquake Charies- 
ton is in as good a position as ever for thé trans- 
action of the usual Autumn trade. There is 
ample warehouse and wharf room; the com- 
presses are in trim, and merchants and factors 
are ready to deal expeditiously with all business 
that offers.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—An application 
was received at the Treasury Department this 
morning from the Mayor of Wilmington, N. C., 
for transportation of a relief committee from 
Wilmington to Charleston. The revenue cutter 
Colfax was immediately placed at the disposal 
of the committee. Gen. Drum, the Acting Sec- 
retary of War, has directed that tents be sent to 
Charleston to shelter the homeless people, and 
as rai!road communications are interrupted the 
revenue cutter will trausport the tents to the 
distressed city.

FEARS THAT THE WORST IS TO COME 
IN THEIR DESERTED TOWN, 
CotumBia, §. C., Sept. 2.—The refugees 
who arrived in this city last night from 
Summerville have taken homes here for 
the present, and will probably remain here 
during the week. Women and _ children 
compose the majority of them. They 
were thoroughly panie-stricken, and would have 
gone anywhere to escape frow the perils of their 
homes. One of the children died here this morn- 


ing and was buried this afternoon. Advices 
from Summerville report the_ vibrations 
coutinuous, but it “is believed that the 
worst is over.

SAVANNAH, Ga., Sept. 2.—People here are 
still in a state of alarm, and are camping out to- 
night in the squares. Two light shooks occurred 
at 3:30 this morning. The tirst Northern mail 
since Tuesday night got through to-night. Since 
that traiu passed the track near Charleston has 
shifted again. One singular result of the earth- 
quake is the appearance ot what resembles arte- 
siau wells in the neighborhood of Charieston and 
for miles this side. .A passenger from New-York 
states that he saw a hole two feet in diameter 
and seemingly bottomless. Around it is a heap 
of mica, which was never found in that 
section before. A peculiar mud, somewhat re- 
seiwbling lava, exudes from the holes, thousands 
of which aré seen along the railroad. The water 
which comes out tastes like soda. Many of the 
wells are still tlowingand are believed to be 
1,000 feet deep. The water at first was said to 
be hot and spurted up as high as 50. feet. A 
Greek sailor who has spent several years in the 
Philippine and neighboring islands has caused 
excitément by predicting another heavy shock 
to-morrow night orSaturday. He is said to have 
foretold the tirst one on Tuesday night. 


THE BUSINESS ASPECT. 
HOW NORTHERN INSURANCE INTERESTS 
MAY BE AFFECTED, 

Except what the néwspapers contained 
information here about Charleston yesterday 
was almost as meagre as on Wednesday. The 
agent of the Atlantic Coast Line Road re- 
ceived from the General Passenger Agent at 
Wilmington yesterday a dispatch that the North- 
eastern Road had been repaired from Monck’s 


Corners to Charleston, a distance of 30 miles, so 
that passengers leaving New-York for Charles- 
ton yesterday could be sure of a through jour- 
ney. This was good news to many anxious in- 

uirers at the agent’s oflice, who feured that 
their friends were hopelessly hemmed in at the 
afflicted city. 

Quintard & Co,, the agents of the Charleston 
steamers, said yesteraay afternoon that they had 
received a dispatch from Charleston stating that 
their steamer and wharf were sate. They had re- 
ceived no advices ar to losses by: their company 
in Charleston by the earthquake, If the com- 
pany had sustained any loss they would prob- 
ably have been informed of it. 

The insurauce companies have not yet had ad- 
vices from Chariestou, and no estimate can pe 
formed of the amount of the claims that will be 
presented here for payment. Most of the insur- 
ance in Charleston, buth life and tire, was placed 
in Southern conpanies, chiefly companies at 
kichmond, Louisville, Staunton, Savannah, and 
Atlanta. The Commercial Union Company, or 
London, and the Hume Company are the most 
prominent of the tire insurance companies here 
that have special agencies in Charleston. Ouer- 
ous taxes and a poor prospect of business 
have deterred most of the Northern com- 

vanies from trying to get a foothold 
nu that section. No news had been 
received yesterday by either of the companies 
mentioued hinting at the liability of either of 
them, or that the holders of their policies had 
lostanything. In any case there would be a 
question of liability under the present circum- 
stances. In every fire insurance policy now is- 
sued occurs a clause providing that in the event 
the building containing the property insured 
shall fall, excepting as a result of tire, all insur- 
ance on such building or its contents shall imme- 
diately cease aud determine, There are policies 
even more strict than this, closing an insurance 
in case any part of a building shall fall, except as 
the result of fire. Upon this subject. the digest 
of laws and decisions relating to building and in- 
surance cases coutains the following expianatery 
paragraph: 

“The manifest intent and purpose of a clause ina 
fire insurance policy that‘it a building shall fall, 
except as aresuitof fire, all insurance by this cor- 
poration on it or its contents shall immediately 
cease and determine,’ is that the insurance, whether 
upon a pallang or its contents, shall continue only 
while the building remus standing as a building, 
and shall cease when the building has fallen ani be- 
come a@ruin. When substantially all the floors and 
roof of a bee nig Bary asa storehouse fall, leaving 
nothing a ut the outer walls and perhaps a 
Slaircase or an elevator, 
to have fallen.’” 


This decision has been held in the eases of the 
Distinguishing Firemen’s Insurance Company 
against Congregailin Rodelph Shoulem, (S80 LIL, 
558;) Breuner against Liverpool and London 
and Globe Insurance Company, (51 Cal., 1015) 
Huck against Globe Insurance Company and 
others, (Mass. 8. J. C., 127 Mass., 306; 8 Ins. 
Law Jour., 912.) 

Despite the law and decisions upon it, and the 
care teken by the insurance companies to pro- 
tect themselves, courts and juries are apt to be 
influenced by local surroundings in deciding in- 
surance claims, especially if the assured eun en- 
list their pity and the insuring company be re- 
mote. Many companies, rather than have long 
liigations, will compromise claims or settle 
them, but the purpose of the clause and of 
every contest against a claim brought to nullify 
itis to let the assured understand that the com- 
panies are not organiz:d for benevolence, but 
for moneymakiug. Having tirmly left that im- 
pression upon & community, a company wil 
sometimes pay to avoid a contest ina case in 
which the law would never enforce payment. 

No life or accident insurance company of this 
city can be called =e to pay much for fatali- 
ties or injuries resulting from the earthquake. 
Southern: companies almost monopolize the hust- 
ness done there in life insurance, which seems to 
bescant. It is doubtful if there were 500 persons 
in Charleston holding policies of Northern life or 
accident companies, aud so far as can be learned 
the injuries of Tuesday uight were not among 
the kind of people who wouid be likely to insure.

A FATAL EXPLOSION.

A SHOTGUN QUARANTINE 


THE YELLOW FEVER FRIGHT 
IN THE SOUTH. 
MEDICAL OPINIONS DIFFER REGARDING 
THE NATURE OF THE DISEASE PREY- 
ALENT AT BILOXI. 


NEW-ORLEANS, Sept. 2.—Dr. Joseph Holt, 
President of the Louisiana State Board of Health, 
arrived this morning from Biloxi, and a meeting 
of the board was cailed at 12 o’clock to reeeive 
his report. Dr. Holt made the following report: 

“ Upon arriving at Biloxi with Dr. Saloman, 
our Secretary, I at once communicated with well 
known citizens, who stated that there was ground 
for suspicion. Drs. Lemon and Maybin, the at- 
tending physicians, met us at the hotel. We 
consulted for a considerable time, and heard 
their testimony. They denied that yellow fever 
existed at Biloxi. They looked upon the rumor 
as an outrage. We observed that the reports 
were worthless, because no accounts of the tem- 
perature or examination of the excreta or symp- 
toms were given. 

“The evidence we subsequently obtained from 
unprejudiced and unbiased citizens was in direct 
conflict with the doctors’ statement. The next 
morning we went to the suspected place, which 
is removed from the town proper. The first case 
that occurred was that of a boy, 14 years of age, 
named Cox, who fell sick with a chill on Aug. 18, 
the fever lasting twodays. It was accompanied 
with nausea, vomiting, &c. On Tuesday, Aug. 
24, asister was taken with fever. No record of 
temperature was taken. After three days of 
fever, culminating in a cool stage of 30 to 36 


hours, the patient died. On the same day the 
mother of the girl took sick with a fever, exhibit- 
ing the very same characteristics, going into a 
very slow convalesce and distinctly jaundiced. 

“On Wednesday, Aug. 26, Mr. Cox took sick. 
He is now convalescent. Laura Cox, 6 years 
old, was taken sick on Thursday with the same 
tever. She is convalescent. These were all in 
that one house. In the next house Mrs. Rbodes 
was taken sick Wednesday, Aug. 26, with a fever 
and with pains in head and back. The fever con- 
tinued three days. On Saturday night the fever 
left her. On Sunday morning she was taken ill 
with convulsions and threw up @ great quan- 
tity of black stuff and die Mr. Rhodes 
was also attacked. He is now convales- 
cent. To our eyes he had all the 
favial expression of a recovering yellow fever 
patient. Mrs. Hockley, sister-in-law of Mrs. 
Khodes, was seen. She also presented all the 
symptoms so characteristic of a distinct and 
well detined case of yellow fever. We examimed 
her tongue and carefully noted her general ap- 
pearance. Isabella Hockley, who was taken 
sick on Thursday, had a very mild attack. Mra. 
Elder, taken sick Sept. 1, was visited by Dr. 
Saloman. All these vases happened in a very 
isolated part of the community, The trouble 
could not be laid to the factories. The local con- 
ditions are not of such a kind as will not account 
tor a sudden outbreak of yellow fever.” 

Dr. Holt states that it-was vitally important 
that the State authorities should send represent- 
atives to investigate, as the sum of all the evi- 
cence indicates yellow fever and nothing else. 
The Louisiana State Board of Health, Dr. Holt 
said, pledged itself to instantly make public an- 
nouncements of any actual or even suspicious 
ease of yellow fever, cholera, or small pox. 
All health associations were similarly pledged to 
each other. 

Dr. Holt claims that the Mississippi State 

Board of Health has brokrvn his pledge. ** We 
have,” he said, “given them all the assistance 
— but in this matter of keeping perfect 
aith with New-Orleans, and of — notifying 
us. at the very beginning, they have 
violated their pledge, and this board is 
perfectly justified in pronouncing instant and 
absolute quarantine against them. Being fa- 
miliar with the state of affairs, I will advise that 
the exodus from Biloxi should be allowed to 
continue for the reason that many of our towns- 
men Wish to return here, and they are far from 
the place where the fever broke out. The at- 
tacked gs has been thoroughly isolated and 
disinfected. I would advise: that absolute quar- 
antine he declared against x after 10 o’ chock 
to-morrow morning. W t make our fight 
in Biloxi; we must isolate it. Our pledge must 
be invielate. If the others have violated theirs, 
we must, for the sake of prudence and safety, 
start as early as possible.”. - 

The board concluded, however, not to declare 
immediate quarantine. but.to await further de- 
velopments, and meantime hold sessions from 
day today at noon. Meantime there is a strong 
feeling of dissent from the course pursued by 
the officials of Louisiana and Mohile. It is no- 
tireable that Drs. Holt. and Saloman, of the Lou- 
isiana State Board, and Dr. Scales, Health Ofticer 
ot Mobile, are alone in their diagnosis of yellow 
fever, and that even their finding is equivocal. 
On the other hand, the local practitioners, the 
eminent authority, Formenti, and old citizens 
familiar with the dread disease of the seacoast 
and its contagious marshes are united against 
the yellow fever hypothesis. Urs. J. J. Lemon 
and J. W. Maybin, the attending physicians, Is- 
sued a circular on Tuesday stating that there 
was no yellow fever and that the disease was 
bilious fever. Dr. Lemon was of the opinion that 
the disease was caused by the condition of the 
neighborhood where death occurred. 

Shrimps were thrown overboard dgily, and 
were washed in by the tide and rotted. ‘ihe 
wind wae in a direction to blow the polluted air 
through the houses. The particular spot where 
the litule settlement around the cannery is situ- 
ated is marshy, and the drinking water is from 
wells which are not dug very deep, There are 
few cisterns there, and the wells are close to the 
vaults. These circumstances and the climatic 
conditions, warm days, and cold nights were to 
him, in some measure, accountable for, the pres- 
ence of the sickness. He did not think the cases 
had any connection with yellow fever. Dr. Pe- 
laez, an experienced yellow fever physician, 
who saw the patients once, pronounce. 
the disease hemorrhagic malarial fever, which 
is very closely related to yellow -fever. Even 
after signing the certificate, and just before leav- 
ing for Mobile, Dr. Scales said he would not 
pronounce positively that the disease was yellow 
tever, but that the symptoms and circumstances 
point toward yellow fever, or are nearer that 
disease than toany other. He thought Mobile 
shouid exercise her privilege and stop inter- 
course With Biloxi, and if New-Orieans, or any 
point, kept communicating with Biloxi openly, 
Mobile would be compelled to take steps against 
that placetoo. He didnot think that the run- 
ning of trains between New-Orleans and Mobile 
would be iuteriered With. He could not account 
for the presence of yellow fever at Biloxi. He 
had heard rumors, however, of communication 
with the quarantine station at Ship Island. 

Dr. R. D. Murray, who is stationed here, is con- 
sidered a very cautious and fgithful man and 
titted for the position. He even” tovk the pre- 
eaution of having the detained ships haul their 
small boats aboard at night and of locking up 
the oars to preveut desertion, but there will al- 
ways be uneasy rumors of Biloxi’s communica- 
tion with Ship Island unless every precaution 
against such communication is taken. The patrol 
service at night could be increused. The Suin- 
mer supply of food could be taken on the island 
in Winter. The cattle required for meat coud 
also be brought on theislandin the Winter and 
cared for until needed. The rumors about com- 
munication with Ship Island could not be traced 
to any positive source. There bad been a report 
that a nip Island pilot had been aboard of an 
infected ship and had then gone to Biloxi. The 
Board of Health inves‘igated this report at the 
time, and the truth of the story was positively 
denied. 

Even if the worst is true there is no real 
Canger of the spread of the disease and no pos- 
sible chance of an epidemic. Yellow fever in- 
creases by a sort of geometrical proportion, and 
never in the histery of this city hos any epidemic 
of yeliow fever ovcurred where the tirst cases 
did not appear as early as July. There has net 
been a solitary care here this Summer. and it is 
now too late in the season for the dis: ase to get 
a foothold. Unfortunately the spirit of legisla- 
tion in some Gulf States tends to encourage epi 
demics, panics, and yellow fever scares. These 
enable the politicians who hold saniiary offices 
to shove their arms into the State’s strong- 
lox for all they can carry, away. The men 
who hoid such offices are not always selected 
for their superior knowledge of the duties they 
are employed to perform. The worst feature 
now isthe panic which has taken hold of the 
people of the neighborhood. It has inspired a 
resort to the senseless, cruel, aud inbuman shot- 
gun quarantine, to avoid which hundreds of 

veople are tumbling into this city by every train. 

he quarantine, with its attendant atrocities of 
isolaiion, disinfection: and starvation, is a hun- 
dred times more dreadful than the fever, which 
yields readily to prompt treatment and watchful 
care, aud has long ago ceased to be regarded as 
contayious, and is, at the worst, not nearly so 
calamitous as the deadly typhoid of the Fastern 
mountains or the treacherous diphtheria of the 
Northern cities. 

At the noon session of the Board of Health, the 
vote by which the motion to prociaim quarantine 
against Biloxi was rejected was unanimous, but 
immediately after adjournment lobby influences 
were brought to bear, and at 7:30 this evening 
the board wae reconvened and a motion to 
inaugurate a quarantine was revived. President 
Holt had meantiine received a communication 
from Mayor Gillotte to the effect that if the 
board did not declare a quarantine he would 
take action himself. The resolution met with 
strenuous opposition from representatives. of 
commercial faterests on the board, but the doc-. 
tors finaliy carriedit by a vote of 5 to3. It gave 
rise, however, to a spirited debate, in which it 


was shown that if there was a in Biloxi

This is a cruel hardship to the travelers, 
nut a fat thing for the officials, as times are dull, 
fish don’t bite, and officers are few, while a suc- 
cessfully engineered panic throws the doors of 
the treasury wide open. 5 

The peopie of Bilox: held a mass meeting to-day 
and passed resolutions expressing their con- 
fidence in the medical intelligence and experi- 
ence of their local physicians, who had 
declared the cases of sickness to be 
bilous remittent fever, denouneing the report 
of the visiting officials of New-Orleans and Mo- 
vile, which has done the town an irreparable 
injury in driving away hundreds of visitors, 
stopping trade, aud depriving hundreds 
of working people of their daily bread, 
and inviting the © New-Orleans Medi- 
cal Association and the New-Orleans 
Medical and Surgical Association to send, at the 
expense of this community, a committee of yel- 
low fever experts to carefully and fuily inves- 
tigate the facts. There is no change in the state 
of affairs at Biloxi. 


THE PLOT TO KILL POWDELERLY. 


A PROMINENT KNIGHT OF LABOR TELLS 
WHAT HE KNOWS ABOUT IT. 


PITTSBURG, Sept. 2.—Robert D. Lawton, of 
this city, ex-Secretary of the General Executive 
Committee of the Knights of Labor, spoke freely 
to-day in reference to the inception and progress 
of the plot to murder General Master Workman 


Powderly, giving much new intormation on the 
subject. 


He said: “I have been charged with being the 
originator of the Powderly story which has cre- 


ated such a sensation, but such is not the case. 
Now that I have been blamed with giving 
the thing away, I muy as well let people 
know what has been talked of in s8e- 
lect Knight of Labor circles for months. 
I know the alleged attempt on Powderly 
has been the subject of correspondence 
between the East and West for quite a while. 
saw the inception of the Home Club, and during 
my term of office did all I could tocrush the 
conspiracy. The whole thing grew out of the 
trouble between members of Assembly No. 1,562 
and the Duryea Starch Company. In 1882 the 
axsemnbly referred to declared a fight against 
that company which on imvestigation was 
found to be unjust. The charter was taken 
away from No. 1,562, and when District As- 
sembly No. 49 stuck to that assembly 
the whole district was suspended. After- 
ward the charter was returned, but the Home 
Club .from that time plotted against the 
good of the order. Prior to the meeting 
of the General Assembly at New-York in 1882 
I received half a bushel of letters bearing sculls 
and cross-bones and threatening me with death 
if I appeared at that assembly. I knew that 
the Se intended to sand-bag me in 
New-York, but I went among them unarmed and 
tearing no injury, because I kept my face to 
them all the time. It is now claimed that the 
Home Club has been dishanded, but the organi- 
zation is still kept up for its original purpose 
and will have to be completely rooted out if the 
Knights of Labor are to live. At the Richmond 
meeting Fred Turner will be defeated. The 
Home Club will be routed and Powderly will be 
sustained and the general office will then be 
removed from Philadelphia, probably to Pitts- 
burg or Chicago.” . 


Layton and the Home Club have been enemies 
since the organization of the latter. Toit he 
owes his defeat at Cincinnati. Atthe General 
Assembly held there the club defeated his re- 
election as Secretary, and put Frederick’Turner 
into office.

TO RACE AROUND BERMCDA 


THE DAUNTLESS READY FOR 
THE GALATEA. 

A PROPOSITION TO SUBSTITUTE THR 
BIG SCHOONER FOR A SLOOP-—LIEUT, 
HENN’S FEELINGS. 

Lieut, Henn will make port with his gal- 
lant Galatea this morning at the foot of Rutgers- 
street. There isa sectional dock at that busy 
part of the town, and on the ways thereof the 
Galatea is to poise for 24 hours or so while 
American workmen ecrub her, sandpaper her, 
and potlead her up to the water line in prepara- 
tion for the contest in which her brave British 


skipper hoves to have her show her heels down 
the Bay next Tuesday. 

Lieut. Henn and his sailor wife will enjoy ¢ 
change in their ordinary routine of life by stop- 
ping ashore while this brightening up goes on at 
the sectional dock. They have engaged quarters 
at the Victoria Hotel, but their stay ashore will be 
just as brief as the sea-loving twain can possibly 
make it. They have becn married 11 years—11 
years that they have spent almost continually 
upon the water; in one stretch of 14 months 
they never left their vessel over night, a fact that 
the happy little Englishwoman is inclined to be 
proud over, not believing that any other yachts- 
man can claim such a record for himself and his 
wife. When New-York yachtsmen learned that 
Lieut. Henn was to spend today ashore 
there was an abundance of invitations to social 
pleasure showered upon the popular visitors, but 
the sailor and his wife had already elected to 
put themselves at the disposal of Commodore 
James D. Smith, who, since the day of the 
Galatea’s anivalin American waters, has been 
enthusiastic and untiring in his efforts to add te 
their pleasure. And the “disposal” that the 
Commodore makes is to entertain Lieut. and 
Mrs. Henn and their friend, J. Beavor-Webb. 
as his guests at & Delmonico dinner this evening. 
Lieut. Henn offered this excuse to a host of 
other friends yesterday who had generous plans 
of their own in entertainment’s way, and such 
sworn friends have Lieut. Henn and Commodore 
Smith become that it is pretty certain that the 
English visitor will spend ashore one of the hap- 
piest nights of his life. 

A meeting of the New-York Yacht Club ts to ba 
held on Monday night—the night before the first 
Galatea-Mayflower race—at which important 
business will be dispatched. Oneof the matters 
to be considered is the challenge with which 


Lieut. Henn recently astonished the yachting 
w tid hereabout for a sail from Sandy Hook 
Lightship down to Bermuda, around and back 
again. There has been a preity general opinion 
that the last had been heard of that chailenge, 
and there has been laughter at Lieut. Henn for 
having offered it, and, having offered it, for ex- 
pecting anybody to heed it. But it seems that 
the wise and humorous pubiic may be found 
wrong after all. It was made plain at the club 
last night that some iniluential New-York 
yachtsmen are in favor of just such a race as 
the Galatea’s master suggests, and that not only 
are they in favor of it but they are working ear- 
nestly to bringitabout. A company of promi- 
nent New-York gentlemen—members of the 
New-York Yacht Club—were in consultation 
with Lieut. Henn concerning his long distance 
challenge within the past 24 hours. And one 
yachtsman of position, not given to wasting 
words nor dealing in foolish predictions, said this 
last night: 

‘‘ Lieut. Henn will have the chance that he has 
asked for to sail down to Bermuda and back. 
The terms of his challenge cali for a sloop to 
compete with him in such a race, and in that 
form it is hardly likely that any of our yachts- 
men would much care to enter the contesi,, 
thongh within the t week pretty strong in- 
fluences have been brought to bear on the owner 
of one. of the big sloops most on to here—not 
the Mayflower—to. give the Galatea what she 
wants. There would be plenty of money to 
wager on beating the Britisher even in 
such a race—the sort of a race that! 
her owner himself believes her best suited) 
for. It is improbable, however, that the owner 
of this sloop that has. been fixed upon as the 
competitor for such a race will, after all, be will- 
ing to undertake the expense and trouble of such 
a contest. That ends the matter? Not’ much! 
We have another plan; in fact, we prefer anoth- 
erplan. And that planis to match in this pro- 
posed Bermuda race one of our scaconers against 
the Galatea. Is there a schooner yacht willing 
to undertake such a race? We think so—in- 
deed, we are pretty well assured that there 
is such a schooner. That schooner is 
the Dauntless, owned by Caldwell Colt, of 
Hartford. ‘Cal’ Colt—known to everybody in 
yachting circles as plucky and rich, ready for 
any daring enterprisé and careless ot how monvy 
fiows—will be ready to meet Lieut. Henn in this 
Bermuda race, and thank him, too, for the sport. 
He was the only fellow, you remember, who last 
year was ready to sail against the Genesta for 
the Cape May and Brenton’s Reef Cups. He is 
the son of the famous Yankee gun inventor, and 
there is limit neither to his friends nor his 
readiness for dashing in where odds seem hardest 
against him. A member of the New-York 
Yacht Club,” the gentleman continued, ‘“‘ who 
saw Lieut. Henn lately concerning the proposal to 
match the Dauntless against the Galatea, got 
the impression that the Lieutenant will be wili- 
ing to change his challenge so as to admit an 
American schooner as competitor in the race he 
desires. ‘I would rather have a sloop accept,, 
though,’ he said in a tone that seemed to leave 
room for the idea that if he could not tempt @ 
sloop he would welcome a sehooner. I think 
that next Monday’s meeting of the yacht club 
will go a good ways toward settling this, and 
settsing it in a way that willinsnre a race with 
the Dauntless to the fore, though, of course, all 
sorts of accidents and miscarriages are possible 
in this uncertain world.” 

Another matter that is tocome before the 
New-York Yacht Club at its Monday night meet- 
ing is the proposal of the citizens of Newport to 
give cups for a race afier the internation! con- 
tests to be made off that city, It is declared to 
be practically certain that the club will euter 
into the spirit of the Newport plan heartily, and 
the invitation that has been accorded will be ue- 
cepted at once. Among the big sloops that 
are counted upon to figure i this event 
are the Mayflower, the Priscilla, and 
the Puritan, whose owners, Commodore 
Forbes, of Boston, retains unshaken contidence 
in her speed and stability, and Lieut. Henn will 
be willing to enter the Galatea—so he said yester- 
day. The schooners Miranda, Dauntless, Sachem, 
Montauk, and Halcyon are expected to represent 
their class, and of the smaller singie-stickers 
there are on the list the Bedouin, the Gracie, the 
Stranger, aud the Clara. The Newport people 
have subscribed $1,700 as w fund to be at the 
disposal of the New-York Yacht Club to divide 
up in the presentation of prizes that the club 
considers most desirable for the several classes 
of vessels sailing.

THE HOOSIER REPUBLICANS | 


A LARGE AND ENTHUSIASTIO 
STATE OONVENTION. 


COL. ROBERTSON FOR LIEUTENANT-GOV- 
ERNOR — A PLATFORM FAVORING 
LOCAL OPTION AND LICENSE. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 2.—The Republicans 
of Indiana to-day held their State Convention in 
Tomlinson Hall. The day was a perfect one and 
the great ball was delightfully comfortable. The 
convention was a distinguished budy in appear- 
anuce—not superior to the average Republican 
Convention, but composed of representative 
men. While there were many new faces there 
Was no scarcity of “wheel horses.” The 
convention differed from the lete Demo- 
cratic Cofivention in this respect, that there 
Was not so much new life. While the old 
party leaders were present in strength, there 
was not evident any disposition on their part to 
capture the convention to the exclusion of fresh 
idéas and young aspirants. There were no 
‘“‘working”’ Postmasters. It was a noticeable 
feature of the convention that so many of the 
delegates were big men physically—tall, broad- 
shouldered, solid fellows from thefarms. The 
‘*plug” and white hat population was also nu- 
merously represented. An entire absence of 
threwd wire working was observable. The dele- 
gates were at sea, an array of individuals with 
ittle unity of purpose so far as slate-making 


was concerned, but seemingly earnest and har- 
monious in the cause of Republicanism. 

The convention was called to order at 10:30 
o’clock, and when Senator Harrison appeared 
upon the platform there was a tremendous 
burst of applause, which was maintained for 
several minutes. When the Rev. J. Albert Rond- 
thaler arose to offer prayer the entire conven- 
tion and spectators, 5,000 in number, rose to 
their feet, and the silence was as reverent as in 
a chureh service. There were numerous re- 
sponses of “‘Amen]”’ The convention anny 
organized, and Senator Harrison made a speech 
of nearly half an hour in length. He confined 
himself almost exclusively to the question of 
the Democrotic gerrymander, whereby a whole- 
sale disfranchisement of the anti-Democratic 
voters of the State had been accumplished, and 
strongly iterated that this was the first and 
chiefest question to engage the attention of the 
people. Senator Harrison was in splendid con- 
dition, and his speech was forceful and received 
with frequent and hearty cheers. He concluded 
by saying: ‘‘ The appeals we make to the people 
this year are such as will touch the reason and 
intelligence of our people. We go into the cam- 
paign per disfranchised. We will make our 
appeal to the honest people of Indiana to set this 
thing right, andel believe they will do it.” 

Immediately after the conclusion of the Sena- 
tor’s address the report of the Commiltee on Res- 
olutions was presented. There was the greatest 
interest in this as it was known that the commit- 
tee had been in session from 9 o’clock last night 
until 2 o'clock this morning, and again from 9 
o’clock until they appeared in the hall at 11. The 
declaration on the liquor question was under- 
stood to be the rock of difference, and there was 
a rumor that two reports on that subject would 
be presented and a lively contest on the floor was 
anticipated. The report began by a detailed ar- 
raignment of the Democratic record, first as to 
national aitfairs and then as to the failure of the 
party to afford relief to the people in State mat- 
ters. On national matters the committee said: 


“Under its control the civil service has been de- 
graded by the appointments, not only of unfit per- 
sons but of convicted criminals, to posts of respon- 
sibility and honor. It has scandalized justice and 
decency by the methods i: :ugurated by the Post 
Office and other departments to distribute the offices 
to party workers, while if sought to placate the 

rowing sentiment against the spoils system by 
alse pretenses. The Kederal appointments made in 
Indiana are afair sample of what has bronght the 
eause of civil service reform into needless disfavor 
and made its success an impossibility under Dem- 
ocratic auspices.” 


The indictment on State affairs is very full. 
One section says: 


“Tt failed to honor its profession favoring civil 
service reform, ‘so that ae and capability 
might be made the condition of public employment,’ 
it defeated a bill for this reform introduced and 
ent supported by Republicans; it con- 
signed the benevolent institutions to corrupt and 
artisan boards; it surrendered the management of 
eeble-minded children and the orphans of our 
Union soldiers to Trustees and caretakers, by whom 
they were debauched, outraged, handcuffed, confined 
in dungeons, and maltrea’ under circumstances of 
unspeakable barbarity.” 


The reading of this arraignment aroused the 
convention to enthusiasm, which was maintained 
throughout the declaration of principles. The 
plank on civil service reform was specially 
greeted, but the climax came on the liquor plank. 
The first sentence was greeted with the wildest 
cheers, repeated again and again, and when the 
whole section was given the convention threw 
itself into a tumult. Hats, handkerchiefs, and 
fans were thrown into the air. The plank was 
read twice in answer to a demand, and when 
the Hon. Will Cumback moved the adoption of 
the entire platform, as being “the God’s 
truth on the whole business,” the convention 
were not satisfied without a rising vote; every 
delegate stood, and the audience in the galleries 
also rose from their seats. No such scene has 
been witnessed outside of a national convention. 
{t settled all question of a minority report, which 
was not presented. The platform on this ques- 
tion marks the sentiment and attitude ofthe Re- 
publican Party in Indiana toward the liquor 
trafiic. The mention of Senator Harrisen’s name 
was at all times greeted enthusiastically, and he 
was forced to rise and acknowledge the applause 
when the plank complimentary to him was read. 
The platform is as follows: 


The security of everson rests upon an equal, 
intelligent, and honest ballot, and we renew our 
declaration against crimes of fraud and violence 
wherever practiced, and under whatever form, 
whereby the right of every man to cast one vote 
and have that vote counted and returned is imper- 
fled or abridged. We eee’, protest against the 
flagrant crime of the Democratic Party of Initiana 
against free suffrage in the passage of an infamous 
gerrymander. Wo demand that, man for man, the 
Votes of members of all parties shall be given equal 
force and effect. 

Freedom of labor is essential to the contentment 
and prosperity of the people. Workingmen should 
be protected against the oppressions of corporate 
combinations and monopolies. We are opposed to 
the importation of contract and ill paid labor from 
abroad, the unfair competition of convict labor with 
tree labor, the competition of assisted emigrants and 
the vicious classes of Europe wtih American work- 
ingmen, the employment of young children in fac- 
tories and mines, and we recommend to the next 
General Assembly the passage of such laws as will 
guarantec to workingmen the most favorable condi- 
tions for their labor, especially in the proper venti- 
{ation and safeguards for life and health in mines and 
factories and the sure and props payment of 
wages. We favor the reduction of the legal number 
of working hours wherever practicable and the sub- 
mission of all matters of controversy between em- 
ployes and employers, under just regulations, to im- 
partial arbitration. The right of all men to associ- 
ate for the promotion of their mutual good and pro- 
tection without interfering with the rights of others 
cannot be questioned. 

We favor the maintenance of the principle of the 
protection under which the resources of the State 
and Nation have been and are being developed, and 
whereby the wages of workingmen are from 16 to 
30 per cent. higher than under the revenue tariff in 
force before the Republican Party came into power. 
Favoring the reduction and readjustment of the 
tariff from time to time as circumstances may re- 
quire, in our opinion the duties should be reduced as 
low as will be allowed by a close observance of the 
necessity to protect that portion of our manufact- 
ories and labor whose prosperity is essential to 
our national safety and independence. Upon the 
basis of affording protection to the products and re- 
sults of American skill and industry, we at the same 
time condemn the declaration of the Democratic 
emf ot Indiana in favor of practical free trade as 
a serious menace to the prosperity of the State and 
to the welfare and advancement of workingmen. 

The wisdom and honesty of the Republican Party 
secured sound money to the people. Gold and silver 
should be maintained in friendly relation in the coin 
circulation of the country and all the circulating 
medium—coin and paper alike—should be kept on 
equal aud permanent values. The surplus in the 
Treasury should be steadily applied to the reduction 
of the national debt. 

We favora thorough and honest enforcement of 
the civil service law and the extension of its princi- 
pie to the State Administration wherever it can be 
made practicable, to the end that the corruption and 
flagrant abuses that exist in the management of our 

ublic institutions may be done away with and they 
be liberated from partisan control. 

The Republican Party carried into effect the 
homeste policy under which the Western States 
and Territories have beer made populous and pros- 
perous. We favor reservation of public lands for 
amall holdings by actual settlers, and are opposed to 
the acquisition of large tracts of the public domain 
by corporations and non-resident aliens. American 
lands should be preserved for American settlers. 

The watering of corporate stock should be pre- 
vented by Jaw. Railway and other public corpora- 
tions should be subject to the control of the people 
through the legislative power that created them, 
and their undue influence in legislation and in courts 
should be summarily prevented. 

We favor the creation of a Bureau of Labor and 
Statistics whereby the interests of both labor and 
capital may be protected and the welfare of the State 

romoted. 

, Lapse of time does not weaken the gratitude due 
the soldiers and sailors of the Union. We favor 
such changes in the pension laws as will make proof 
of enlistment conclusive evidence of the physical 
soundness of the applicant, that will equalize allow- 
ances and will sme. the methods by which just 
claims ean be adjudicated in the Pension Office.

in Great Britain, whereby Ireland is sure to receive 
the benefits of home rule after.centuries of oppres- 
sion, has our sympathy, and should command every 
proper and legitimate assistance. 

The Hon. Benjamin Harrison, United States Sena- 
tor for Jndiana, has worthily won a front rank 
among the trusted and honorable stafesmen of the 
Nation, and by his signal abilities and devotion to 
the highest public interest has brought credit upon 
the State and country. His course in the Senate of 
the United States meets with our warmest appreval, 
and we commend him to the esteem and confidence 
of all the people. The Republican Representatives 
in the lower house of Congress also deserve the 
thanks of the Republicans of the State for their 
faithful and honorable service. 

In commmon with the Nation we deeply mourn the 
death of U. 8S. Grant, whose deeds in war and in 
peace secured for him the grateful admiration 
of the country, and the honor of the world. We favor 
an appropriation by Congress of such an amount as 
may be meee to erect in the city of Washington 
a monument befitting the military achievements and 
civic virtues of one who shed imperishable lustre 
upon the American name and eharacter. Coupled 
with our great chieftain and leaderin the country’s 
history is the name of one of Indiana’s most illustri- 
ous citizens, the Hon. Schuyler Colfax. His death is 
sincerely lamented and his memory should be ap- 
propriately honored. 


The convention then proceeded to make nomi- 
nations. R.8. Robertson, of Allen County, was 
nominated for Lisutenant-Governor; Charles L. 
Griffin, of Lake, for Secretary of State; Bruce 
Carr, of Orange County, for Auditor; L. T. 
Michener, of Shelby, for Attorney-General; 


Byran E. Eliott, of Marion, for Supreme Judge; 


W. L. Noble, of Wayne, for Clerk of the Supreme 
Court; 8. U. La Follette, of Boone, for Superin- 
‘tendent of Public Instruetion, and J. A. Lemcke, 
of Vanderburgh, for Treasurer. 

The ticket is regarded as a happily-selected 
one, in view of the fact that there was absolutely 
no concentration of sentiment or “‘slates”’ to be 
found anywhere. Col. Robertson, who heads 
the ticket, was assoclated with Gen. Har- 
rison 10 years ago for the same 
place, Heisastrong man and his nomination 

reatly pleases Allen County, where there has 
pens a loeal disaffection for some time. The 
ticket is a ticket of young men. The Secretary 
of State and the Auditor are both young ex- 
soldiers. Capt. Lemcke, of Evansville, was nom- 
inated for Treasurer by a sweeping vote, both 
on account of his locality and because the strong

of citizenship, which bind us all alike in the bonds of 
national unity.” 


THE MISSOURI REPUBLICANS. 
PLATFORM AND NOMINATIONS AFTER AN 
ALL-NIGHT SESSION. 

Sepais4, Mo., Sept. 2.—The Republican 
State Convention met at noon yesterday. J. B. 
Upton was made temporary Chairman, and the 
committees were duly appointed, after which a 
recess was taken until 3 o’clock. Upon reas- 
sembling J. 8. Botsford was made permanent. 
Chairman. The Filley men were ousted in the 
contested districts. A numberof speeches were 
made by oid and stanch Republicans, and Mrs. 
Annie Sneed Cairns presented a petition. A re- 


cess was then taken untii8 o’clock, but it was 
midnight when the Committee on Kesolutions 
reported. The resolutions declared: 


Firet—That the lapse of time and the experience 
in the conduct of public affairs for a quarter of a 
century has only served to strengthen and intensify 
our allegiance to those principles of oo 
that have ever been the guiding star of the Repub- 
lican Party of the Nation. 

Second—Declares that the unfitness of the Demo- 
cratic Party to rule the country is evidenced by the 
history of the past 18 months, its failure to keep 
promises, the inoreasing expenses of the Govern- 
ment, and its neglecting the interests of labor. It has 
been the opponent, and not the friend, of civil service 
reform, has dismissed worthy and capable ofiicers, 
many of them Union soldiers, and blackened their 
character under the subterfuge of “ offensive parti- 
sanship.” It promised that the expressed will of the 
people should be obeyed, but President Cleveland 
vetoed more bills passed by Congress during the last 
session than were vetoed before by all the Presi- 
dents of the Republic together since the foundation 
of the Nation. It promised a reduction in the num- 
ber of Government officials, but has largely in- 
creased the number of employes of the departments in 
Washington. It promised tariff reform, but it has 
utterly failed to keep this pledge. We are pre- 
sented with the spectacle ofan Administration whose 
term of office has more than one-third gone, and 
which has failed to redeem the least of the pledges by 
and through which it came into power. 

Third—As we turn tothe Democratic administra- 
tion of Missouri for the last 16 years we find, if pos- 
sible, still less cause for congratulation. From the 
adoption of enfranchisement it has discriminated 
against loyal men and promoted men solely because 
of service in the Confederacy until the calling of 
the @ames of Democrats holding office in Missouri 
sounds like a the roll of the ex-Confederacy. 
It has permitted abuses by neglecting to enforce the 
law regulating railroads now existing, and to resist 
in the future and to enact other laws in the interest 
of the copie. who are ruled by a combination of 
railroad officials and members of the Democratic 
State Committee. They ignore laws providing for 
economy in public expenses. We charge that what- 
ever of good has accrued is in spite of that ascend- 
ency, not the result thereof. 

Fourth—Recognizes the right of labor to organize 
for education and protection, and favors State and 
national legislation for the adjustment of disagree- 
ments. 

Fisth—We reaffirm the sympathy which the Repub- 
lican Party has always held toward the oppressed of 
every land, and especially toward the Irish people 
in the struggle now in progress for the right of self- 
government. Their cause is just, and should not ap- 
peal in vain to us, 


The sixth was in favor of submitting a prohib- 
itory amendment to the Constitution, and was 
antagonized by a minority report favoring local 
option and high license. Three hours were spent 
in earnest and sumetimes acrimonious debate on 
this question, during which the Chair had diffi- 
culty in maintaining order. The St. Louis, Kan- 
sas City, and St. Joseph delegates sustained the 
minority report, and the rural districts the stub- 
mission of the amendment. At 3 o’clock a sub- 
stitute as follows wasintroduced and adopted by 
a vote of 571 to 40: 

Resolved, That whenever a respectable number of 
citizens of the State shall petition the Legislature 
for the submission of any proposition to amend, 
change, or modify the Constitution in any matter 


which isa proper subject oforganic law their re- 
quest shall be granted. 

Seventh—The Republican Party of Missouri 
pledges itself anew to those cardinal principles 
which have controlled it for a quarter of a century— 
protection to American labor, protection to the 
American voter, protection to the American tax- 
payer, protection to American citizens at home and 
abroad, and toafirm, candid, liberal, and enlight- 
ened conduct of public affairs on all subjects affect- 
ing the rights and interest of the American people. 

The resolutions were adopted. The Hon. John 
Crayens was nominated for Supreme Judge, M. 
F. Butler for Superintendent of Public In- 
struction, and 8. W. Crawford for Railroad Com- 
missioner. The convention adjourned sine die 
at 4 o’clock this morning. All were in good 
humor and hopeful of making gains and eventu- 
ally of the success of Republicanism in Missouri.

NOMINATED FOR CONGRESS. 

RICHMOND, Va., Sept. 2.—The Republican 
Convention of the Petersburg (Fourth) District 
to-day nominated State Senator W. E. Gaines for 
Congress. Gaines represents the men who, in 
the last Congressional campaign and for some 
time before that, antagonized Senator Mahone, 
prominent among whom are Riddleberger, Con- 
gressman Hooper, and others. Gen. Stith Bol- 
ling was Mahone’s candidate. The fight in the 


convention yesterday indicating that Bolling was 
in a minority, his hoe ey ol did not put in an ap- 
earnce in the convention to-day until the organ- 
zation had been perfected. Gaines received 91 
out of 116 votes. The Bolling delegates declined 
to porseeees Later this faction adopted reso- 
lutions repudiating the nomination of Gaines 
and calling upon the State Executive Commit- 
tee, of which Mahone is Chairman, to call 
another convention to nominate a candidate in 
the Petersburg district. The anti-Mahone peo- 
le, however, are jubilant over the result, and 
eel confident that the Senator cannot compass 
the defeat of Gaines. 

The Democratic Convention of the Third Con- 
gressional District met here to-day, Richard F. 
Beirne, editor of the State, was made permanent 
Chairman. Several candidates were placed be- 
fore the convention, but the Hon. George D. 
Wise, despite his repeatedly expressed declina- 
tion, was renominated, and accep in a forcible 
speech. The convention adopted resolutions 
indorsing President Cleveland’s Administration 
reailirming the sound declarations containe 
in the platforms of the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention of 1884 and the State 
Convention cf 1885; commending the efforts 
made by the Democrats in the last Congress for 
conscientious fulfilment of the solemn pledges 
of the Democratic Party; favoring such appro-

RUM AND REPUBLICANISM. 
A CONFERENCE IN CHICAGO IN AID OF 
THE ANTI-SALOON CAUSE, 


CHICAGO, Sept. 2.—Republicans represent- 
ing the first six Congressional districts of Illinois 
held a meeting here to-day to discuss the atti- 
tude which the party should be asked to main- 
tain with reference to the temperance question, 
and to select delegates to the national confer- 
ence of anti-saloon Republicans, to bé6é 
held in Chicago Sept. 16. There were 
80 persons present in the morning, and 
this number was increased by 10 in the after- 
noon. Amongthe gentlementhus gathered were 
C. H. Case, I. P. Rumsey, R. E. Jenkins, John T. 
Dale, E. F. Crogan, the Rev. Dr. Hatfield, the 


Rev. Dr. Henson, Edwin Lee Brown, Senator 
Isaac Rice, ex-State Senator Mayburn, ex-Speak- 
er James, H. L. Hammond, Dr. Butler, the Rev. 
J. H. Worcester, Jr., Matson Hill, and 8, A. 
Kean. In the course of the day delegates were 
elected to represent each of the six districts at 
the coming convention, and these resolutions 
were adopted: 


Resolwed, That saloon domination in the Repub- 
lican Party must cease if the party is to go forward 
to permanent victories and conquest. 

Resolved, That this movement is not hostile to the 
Republican Party, but is designed to stimulate it to 
a broad and strong position in reference to this burn- 
ing question. 

Resolved, That the ae: Party should hence- 
forth take a position and open attitude of hostility to 
the organized power of the liquor selling interest, 
and that it should be uncompromisingly committed 
to the policy of opposition, and should seek to secure 
the best possible laws for restricting or prohibitin, 
the traffic, as the one or the other shall seem mos 
practicable, and that it should demand and insist 
upon the strict and righteous enforcement of allsuch 
— now exist or may from time to time be en- 
acted, 

A further resolution indorsed’ the confer- 
ence. Many speeches were made. Mr. Rumsey 
said this was not a prohibition movement, but one 
which wanted to array the Republican Party as 
strongly in defense of temperance reform as the 
Democratic Party was united in serous of the 
liquor interest. Mr. James wanted the Republic- 
an Party tobe from thistime on a temperance 
party. Dr. Henson said he did not care for 
the Republican Party, though accustomed to 
vote with it, but he saw something in the anti- 
saloon movement by which he could stand. Dr. 
Hatfield expressed deep devotion to the party 
which, he thought, had done all that had been 
done in the way of restricting the liquor traffic 
in the past, and which must do all that is dune in 
the future.

EDMUNDS CANT BE BEATEN. 

CuricaGo, Sept. 2.—Director Frederick 
Billings, of the Northern Pacific Road, whose 
home is at Woodstock, Vt., was in the city to-day 
on his aunual trip over his road. When asked by 
a reporter concerning the reports touching the 
opposition in his State to the re-election of Sen- 
ator Edmunds he said there was little inthem to 
be believed, and that they were undoubtedly in- 
aspired from Democratic sources with a view of 
creating dissatisfaction among the Republicans. 
He had just come from Vermont, and was con- 


fident that Mr. Edmunds would be returned to 
the Senate. The sentiment was almost unani- 
mous that it would be a foolish proceeding to re- 
tire him, although there was a widespread feeling 
among the people of the State that he did not make 
auy iriends by the course he pursued in the last 
Presidential campaign. When it came to the 
question of retiring him from the Senate, how- 
ever, that was quite another matter, and the 
people would not think of it fora moment. The 
State Senate would be unanimously eee 
and there would not be a vote in that body 
against Mr. Edmunds; in fact, all of the Sena- 
tors were pledged to his support. The House 
would be preponderatingly Republican, and 
there was no question that a large majority 
would vote forhim. He thought the talk about 
beating Edmunds in Vermont was absurd. He 
had himself been dissatistied with Mr. Edmunds’s 
course, but was nevertheless enthusiastic in 
supporting him for re-election, and this was the 
case with nearly all the Republicans in the State.

STRIKES AND LABUR NOTES. 


EFFORTS TO SETTLE THE CLOTHING 
TROUBLE—THE PLUMBERS’ FIGHT. 


Several members of the Clothing Manu- 
facturers’ Association sent word to the United 
Clothing Cutters’ Union yesterday that they 
wanted to come to an understanding with 
their men. The union thereupon authorized 
its Board of Arbitration to hold a conference 
with those manufacturers who showed a disposi- 
tion to accede to the termsofthe union. The 
manufacturers asked that their names should be 
withheld for a while because all the members of 


their association are bound to obey its rules, or 
pay a forfeit of $2,000. It was said that work 
would probably be resumed in several shops to- 
day or to-morrow. 

Several of the master plumbers who misun- 
derstood the resolution which their association 
adopted on Monday locked out their men yes- 
terday. That resolution, to enforce the associ- 
ation’s rules on Thursday and to lock out the 
men who would not consent to observe them, was 
adopted on the supposition that the journeymen’s 
union would enforce its own rules on Wednes- 
day,as the majority of the master plumbers 
thought it prudeat to let the Journeymen begin 
the fight. The leaders of the journeymen’s 
union, however, changed their minds, and con- 
cluded not to insist upon the observance of the 
rules of the union before Monday next. Yester- 
day afternoon the master plumbers held a secret 
meeting, and decided to discharge on Saturday 
all those journeymen who do not then recede 
from the position assumed by their union. 
The Journeymen Plumbers’ Union met last 
evening and passed a resolution directing the 
members to go to work this morning, but to in- 
sist that the cards bearing the rules of the Mas- 
ter Plumbers’ Association, and which the em- 
gereet have posted up in the shop, be taken 

own. Should the demand be refused in any 
shop the men are to go out on strike. 

Delegates from the Retail Hat Salesmen’s 
Protective Association, the Bookkeepers’ Feder- 
ation, the Tea and Grocery Clerks’ Union, and 
the Furniture and or Salesmen’s Union 
met last evening at No. 141 Eighth-street to de- 
vise means to secure the early closing of stores 
on week days and to Pa a stop to 
alltrade in those branches of business on Sun- 
days. The bookkeepers want a Saturday half 
holiday, too. The clerks have received several 
letters from clergymen, among them the Rev. 
Dr. P. F. McSweeny, Rector of St. Bridget’s 
Church, and the Rev. Dr. Moidenke, of 8t. 
Peter's Lutheran Church, promising to urge 
members of their congregations not to make 
purchases on Sunday. The clerks and salesmen 
will hold a mass meeting at Cooper Institute 
within a fortnight to discuss the matter further, 

It was reported yesterday that the managers 
of the Eagle Pencil Works, in East Fourteenth- 
street, were discharging a number of their men 
and hiring girls in their places. The Board of 
Arbitration of District Assembly No. 49, Knights 
of Labor, waited yesterday on the Superintend- 
ent of the works, who promised to speak to the 
President about the matter.

ALEXANDER AND THE CZAR 


A SUBMISSIVE LETTER -AND 
A MENACING REPLY. 
CZAR PLAINLY TELLS THE PRINCE 

THAT HE HAD BETTER ABDICATE— 

FIGHTING IN EASTERN ROUMELIA. 
St. PrTerspure, Sept. 2.—On Aug. 30 

Prince Alexander sent the following telegram to 


the Czar through the Russian Consul at Rust- 
ehuik: 


“Sire: Having reassumed the Government of 
Bulgaria, I venture to offer to your Imperial 
Majesty my most respectful thanks for the action 
of your Consul at Rustchuk, whose official pres- 
ence at my reception showed to the Bulgarians 
that Russia did not approve of the revolution— 
an act directed at my person. I also thank your 
Imperial Majesty for dispatching Prince Dol- 
gorouki as Envoy Extraordinary to Bulgaria. 
My fitst act on resuming ower is to 
assure your Majesty of my firm intention 
to make every sacrifice to forward , your 
Majesty’s magnanimous intention te extricate 
Bulgaria from the grave crisis through which 
she is passing. IL beg of your Majesty that you 
will authorize Prince Dolgorouki to place him- 
self in direct communication with myself as 
speedily as possible. I shall be happy to give 
your Majesty decided proofs of my unalterable 
devotion to your august person. Monarchical 
principle compelled ine to restore the legality ot 
iny crown in Bulgaria and Roumelia. Russia 
having given mé my crown, it is into the hands 
of Russia’s sovereign I am ready to render it.” 


The Czar replied to Prince Alexander as fol- 
lows: 


“ T cannot approve of your return to Bulgaria, 
foreseeing from it sinister consequences for the 
country, already so sorely tried. The mission 
of Prince Dolgorouki has becoine inexpedient. I 
shall abstain, so long as your Highness remains 
in Bulgaria, from any intervention in the sad 
condition to which the country is reduced. 
Your Highness must decide your own course. I 
reserve to myself to judge what my father’s ven- 
erated memory, the interests of Russia, and the 
peace of the East require of me.” 


Gen. P. Vannovski, Minister of War, has re- 
turned to St. Petersburg. 


The Novoe Vremya says that Russia must either 


occupy Bulgaria and suppress the anarchy pre- 
vailing therein and restore order or leave the 
country to anarchy for an indefinite period. 


Russia's dignity could never admit compromise 
as possible. 


Paris, Sept. 2.—The publication of the 
correspondence between the Czar and Prince 
Alexander has created a great sensation in po- 
litical circles here, The Ozar’s menacing reply 
to the Prince’s submissive epistle is regarded by 
diplomats as insuring Alexander’s abdication 
and Russia’s occupation of Bulgaria. It is feared 


that war will ensue unless Prince Bismarck in- 
tervenes, 


BERLIN, Sept. 2.—Private telegrams re- 
ceived here this evening from Sofia state that a 
battle took place at Radomir, Eastern Roumelia, 
between regiménts loyal to Prince Alexander 
and regiments siding with the revolutionists, and 
that the latter were defeated with heavy loss. 

The North German Gazette, referring to the 
articles of the ultramontane and liberal press 
regarding Prince Alexander, says: ‘‘Germany, 
unless she forthwith declared war against Rus- 
sia, could only protest against any further inter- 
ference with Alexander, or — against 
Russia taking further steps in the direction of 
Constantinople. Russia would energetically 
repel the insinuation of such an intention, and 
Germany’s friendly relations with Russia would 
be ended. It must be remembered that. war 
would be the logical development of such & 
situation. Nobody doubts that the ultramontane 
and liberal policy is fraught with imminentdan- 
ger to Germany. One must either stand to the 
policy of the Government or plunge the empire 
intointerminable war. We hear that the com- 
mercial convention between Germany and Spain 
has been signed and that the Reichstag will soon 
be summoned. to ratify it. a tae wd will 
then be afforded to stigmatize before the coun- 
try the reckless frivolity of the empire’s foes who 
attempt to handle iis foreign politics.”

Sori, Sept. 2.—Prince Alexander has or- 
dered the release from prison of 20 civilians ar- 
rested for complicity in the recent coup d’état. 


LONDON, Sept. 3.—The Daily News says: 
“Prince Alexander has been abandoned and 
isolated by agreement of the three empires. 
Nothing could exceed the humility of his letter 
to the Czar, which is only equaled in degree by 
the brutality of the Czar’s answer.” 

It is rumored that Prince Alexander’s father 
wants to throw up his honorary commission in a 
Russian regiment, and that the German and 
Austrian Governments are trying to dissuade 
him from doing 80, as such a@ course would be a 
great offense to the Czar. 

Everybody is discussing the unexpected early 
meeting of the German Reichstag. The pretext 
alleged for summoning the Reichstag—namely, 
to ratify the commercial treaty with Spain— 
is nowhere believed to be the true rea- 
son. Russian intervention in Bulgaria is 
confidently predicted within a week. The 
growing irritation of Austria and Prince Bis- 
marck’s wish not to meddle with Russia excite 
widespread uneasiness.

THIRTIETH ANNUAL SERIES OF 
NEW-YORK CALEDONIAN CLUB. 
Gallant Scots and fair matrons and maids 
poured through the gates to Jones’s Wood in an 
endless stream yesterday morning. For the 
thirtieth time the New-York Caledonian Club 
was to have its annual games, and the Commit- 
tee of Arrangements had decided that Jones’s 
Wood was the best place, as a piece of Scottish 
heath could not be had.

The games of the day began with the good old 
Scotch game of throwing the hammer, which 
weighed 16 pounds, éxclusive o: the handle. 
The contest was exciting and long, and the 
throws gradually crept up from 75 feet to 86 
feet 7 inches, at which point § D., McLain 
was declared victor. The spry Caledonians then 
stretched their limbs for the standing jump. FE, 
Ww. conuae covered 9 feet 91g inches. There 
was tore throwing and inure juinping until the 
first event on the programme open to others 
than the members of the club was reached. 

This was a one-milé race, open to members of 
amateur clubs and associations, with prizes of 
$25 and $15. It was contested by E, C. Carter, 
of the New-York Athletic Club, who coached 
George, the English runner; T, F. Regan, of the 
West Side Athletic Club; P. Skillman, of the 
Manhattan; F. Leck, of the Pastime, and H. 
Kuhn, of the West Side. Regan led from the 
start, and won first money in 4:4219, with Skill- 
man second. The next ruce was contested by T. 
FE. Delaney, an ex-amateur champion; P. Hag- 
gemafi, and James Grant, of Boston, who had 
never suffered a defeat. Delaney set a rapid pace, 
which broke up both himself and Grant, an 
Haggeman won in 4:29. 

By this time the Caledonians thought the spec- 
tators would be glad to see more of their skill 
and strength, so théy brought out long poles and 
prepared for the vaulting. There were many 
entries, but as the stick began to creep up they 
thinned ont, until Will Robinson, Archie Scott, 
T. Kirkpatrick, and ;T. Aiken were thé only ones 
left. Steadily the stick was raised oy inches 
and Robinson at last failed to clear it. Scott and 
Aiken stopped at 9 feet 3 inches and divided 
first and second money, and Kirkpatrick took 
third méney for his vault of 9 feet. 

The tug of war between threes teams for gold 
medals, presented by A. B. Cross, attracted no 
little attention.

The first ‘was between a team of 
four members of the Caledonian Club, with Mil- 
ler as anchor, and a team from Ivy Lodge, Sons 
of St. George, anchored by James Bunt. The Ivy 

Lodge team had the advantage in weight, but the 
Caledonians were wiry and in good practice. The 
Sons of 8t. George lay stillon the rope, and the 
Caledonians pulled to budge them for nearly 10 
minutes, when the Sons arose in their might and 
pulled the centre of the rope over the line. The 
second heat was between the Caledonians and a 
team from the West Side Athletic Club, and the 
Caledonians were again pulled over the line. The 
last heat was between the two conquering teams, 
and it was won by the Wést Side Athletic Club’s 
men. . 

A three-mile walk, open to all, proved the most 
interesting walking race on the programme. The 
entries were W. Meek, J. B. Clark, of Pittsburg; 
Ed McDonald, E. F. Raynes, and P. McGinty. 
Meek set the pace, closely followed " Clark, 
The latter dropped out on the sixth lap, and 
every one supposed the race was Meek’s. Mce- 
Donald had been using his legs, however, and 
crept upon him, passing him in the last quarter 
of the sixth lap. Meek repassed McDonald in the 
next lap, and made the first mile in 7:19 1-5. 
Meek continued to gain until he had 15 feet 
lead, but in the last mile McDonald again passed 
him and won in 23:57. 

The Caledonians then gave exhibitions of 
broadsword dan@ng and disported themselves 
inthe Highland fling. The bagpipes furnished 
music for both dances, which were so well per- 
formed that the judges had difficulty in award- 
ing the prizes. alcolm MeNeil finally received 
first, James Cumeron second, aud L. D. Robinson 
third, in the broadsword dance, and James Cam- 
eron first, Malcolm MeNeil second, and James 
Aitchison third, in the Highland fling. Robbie 
Burns, who was weighted down with medals and 
who bears the title of the champion boy dancer 
of the world, showed how well ho could dance

THE WELL STILL FLOWING. 


THE BELLE PLAIN GEYSER NOT YET 
‘UNDER CONTROL. 

BELLE PLAIN, Iowa, Sept. 2.—Engineer 
Morgan, of Chicago, whe has been here examin- 
ing the geyser well, has returned home. He es- 
timates the discharge of water at 5,000,000 gal- 
lons daily, with a pressure of 25 pounds to the 
square inch. There is no immediate danger 
from the overflow. The 65-inch pipe to be 
sunk with the cone-shaped top will be 
75 feet in length. The success of the expert- 
ment will depend upon sinking it in the exact 
centre of the well. If this does not succeed a 


20-inch Jife well will be sunk below the water 
spout, which is expected to stop the flow as the 
last well stopped the other seven. The proposed 
new well will be fitted with a cap, so that when 
the geyser is filled up the water may be forced 
back into the seven wells which have ceased 
oe The only danger expected is, when the 
water is cut off, the loose soil for a number of 
feet above the well, which is now buoyed up by 
its pressure, may cave in, making a bad hole in 
the street. This will be about 50 feet deep, 
since the soil to that depth is composed of sand 
and gravel. The crisis is supposed to be past. 

Belle Plain is situated in the valley of the Iowa 
River, 20 to 30 miles south of the lineeof out- 
crop of the Hamilton group of rocks. The im- 
pervious limestone strata dips southward at an 
average of 15 feettothe mile. At Belle Plain 
these rocks lie at a considerable depth. They 
are covered with shale, blue clay, surface drift, 
graveland soil. The water trickles through the 
sandrock .at the far northward, flowing down 
through fissures until it is confined be- 
tween the limestone beds and the super- 
incumbent mass of impervious blue clay. The 
press from the distant fountain head is ver 
reat. The Belle Plain well was sunk throug 
he clay and ffiable material to the depth of 
about 185 feet. The force of the upward stream 
was sufficient to enlarge the aperture, breaking 
through the shale and blue clay aud throwing 
out vast quantities of clay, sand, and gravel. 
The other seven wells in Belle Plain ceased 
their flow when the great geyser was struck. 
This indicates that there is a connection of 
fissures ania common fountain at the north, 
and it may be expected that there will in time 
be some decrease in the volume of the water.

BLAINE ATTACKS NEAL DOW. 


HE SAYS THE PROHIBITION LEADER IS 
ACTING INCONSISTENTLY. 
Dover, Me., Sept. 2.—Mr, Blaine and 
Gen. Gibson addressed about 6,000 people here 
to-day. Mr. Blaine confined himself mainly 
to the protective tariff and prohibitory 
questions, reiterating the arguments advanced 
in previous speeches. In concluding the discus- 
sion of the latter issue he claimed that 
in a fair contest between the two great 
parties the Republicans were sure of 
victory, while the only hope of the 
Democrats was in cutting down the Republican 
majority through the aid of the Prohibition- 
ists, and the latter vote, small in. any 


event, would be nothing except for the 
active interposition of Neal Dow. The course 
of Gen. Dow, said Mr. Blaine, is the one inex- 
pe feature of thecampaign. It is a contra- 
iction of the position he has maintained stead- 
fastly up to the present time. It is not fair to 
hold a man answerable for his opinion of 30 
years ago, but there should be a statute 
of limitation on litical consistency as 
obligation. In January, 
. Dow was criticised by some 
third party Probibitionists for his adhesion to 
the Republican Party, and he then rehearsed 
in glowing colors the triumph of prohibi- 
tion under Republican rule in Maine. Six 
months later he replied to an article in 
the North American Review which declared that 
prohibition in Maine was a failure. He 
then declared in effect that it had de- 
stroyed 95 per cent. of the liquor 
tratiic in the State and maintained that 
the Republican Party of Maiss has always pro- 
claimed to all the world the vast benefits, 
moral and material, coming from _ prohi- 
bition, and they have finally, by solemn vote, 
put prohibition into the Constitution as the 
result of the experience of more than 30 years. 
This I am confident will be held by all unpreju- 
diced people to be conclusive that the Maine law 
has not heen and is not now a failure, but a great 
success.” 

Mr, Blaine then quoted other pronounced at- 
testations by Mr. Dow of the efficiency of the 
Republican Party of Maine in its support 
of prohibition, and said: “And now 
Mr. Dow mounts the public platform 
and declares that the Republican Party is no 
more trustworthy in prohibition than the Demo- 
cratic Party. Andnow the Democrats, cunning: 
ly hiding behind a — sneer, are wai 
ing to have Mr. Dow and his associates 
do the work of their own party. The Democrats 
invoke his aid to defeat Mr. Reed, though he is 
the leader of the Republican side of the House 
and represents the political principles for which 
Mr. Dow has been fighting for nearly a lifetime; 
they invoke his aid to defeat Mr. Boutelle, al- 
though he is as stringenta totalabstinence man 
as there is in the State of Maine, and to 
cap the climax, they invoke his aid to 
defeat Nelson Dingley, with his long and con- 
sistent record of zeal in the temperance cause, to 
elect Alonzo Garcelon, about whom I say noth- 
ing. And they further invoke his aid to elect an 
anti-Prohibition Legislature and send an anti- 
Prohibitionist .and anti-protectionist to the 
United States Senate.”

HOPING TO NAME THE CANDIDATE IF 
HE CAN’T WIN HIMSELF. 

WavkESHA, Wis., Sept. 2.—Two ballots 
were taken to-day in the Second District Demo- 
cratic Congressional Convention, and while Gen.

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NOTES ON LIFE IN PARIS} 


LUDWIG, THE THEATRE, AND 
CIGAR SIUMPS. 

HONEST LIVINGS THAT THE PICK-UPS 
EARN—COQUELIN’S LOSS OF MONEY 
—-DALY—CRUELTY OF LUDWIG, 

Paris, Aug. 16.—I have often wondered, 
and doubtless a great many people wondered 
with me, what the enterprising beggars, 
mendicants, and starvelings did with the 
cigar and cigarette stumps that they watch 
so keenly, sweeping down upon their dirty 
prey even amid the carriage wheels and 
horses’ hoofs. Some one has recently inves- 
tigated this shading of Paris side life, and 
the ‘information gleaned from all sorts of 
sources is somewhatinteresting. In the first 
place, it seems there is very little money 
in the business; its weary followers pay no 
tax to the Government, and the police wink 
at this form of misery in tattered regiment- 
als. The bands of vagabonds — for they 
live several together in one room in the far- 
away outskirts—start out just before dawn; 
they have to search through their prescribed 
yuarters before the street sweepers begin 
their task, and as there is little to collect in 
one locality they must make steamboat speed 
and get over as much ground as possible. 

On coming back to his so-called home the 

tobacco gatherer has to prepare his goods 

for market at once, as his merchandise can 
resist no dilatory waste of time. The cigar 
stumps have to be cut into thin slices and 
laid out on paper to dry in a current of air, 
but not in the sun, which would soon re- 
duce them into worthless powder. The 
cigarette bits are also displayed to 
the purifying air. While the breeze 
carries off the strong smell our weary 
toiler rests or eats an odd bit of bread to 
make his hunger be patient until the time 
comes for his one solitary meal, always pro- 
viding he can earn it by hiscoming sales. All 


the most active members of the corporation 
can pick up at one go isa half pound and it 
cannot bring over 30 cents, and usually it 
brings much less, Still this labor and its 
produce draws a hne between the worker 
and the outcast; there is a certain dignity 
even in this profession. The tobacco when 
quite dry is put up in tiny newspaper pack- 
ages; the torn paper is part of the morning 
gatherings, for the tobacco harvester has no 
capital to invest in outside show. Off one 
man now starts for one of the nearest 
improvised markets, and stations suddenly 
bloom into jife in remote quarters, 
where some of the fraternity are always 
to be seen from 10 in the morning until 9 
at night. There are plenty of purchasers 
eager to drive good bargains; some do 
a wholesale trade and buy from regular 
dealers so many hundred packages at a dis- 
éount, then go off into the haunts of the 
working classes, where they sell pipesful. 
Even the wine shops bny this tobacco; 
children also drive a thriving commerce, 
for the prices never change, the tariff is in- 
variable, and there can be no adulteration 
of quality. It is sold for what it is and noth- 
ing more, and there is rarely any dispute 
even as to weight, The principal locali- 
ties for these markets are the Rue 
Maubert, the Rue du Temple, and the Pare 
Monceau. All the horrible creatures who 
suddenly pop up at theatre doors in Winter 
to open your carriages belong to the tobacco 
pick-ups; also the men idling about the rail- 
roads who give help in trunk moving; there 
are only about 200 of them in Paris, and the 
trade is so unremuneratiye that they rarely 
exist long. They are well known to the police 
and detective force, and once their identity 
and honesty is established no one inter- 
feres with the quiet pursuit of their calling, 
and sometimes, but rarely, a prince of 
finance or wealth condescends to give them 
a scarcely touched cigar. With this bo- 
nanza they take a holiday and a drink of 
absinthe. 

There still appears to be no lack of souve- 
nirs and anecdotes relative to the life, the 
pleasures, and the peculiarities of the late 
unfortunate King of Bavaria. It would 
seem that the Prince was a thorough Ger- 
man and nothing butaGerman. He bought 
works of art from France, but they were 
almost always antiquities, and all the new 
works created in his palaces were ex- 
ecuted by German_artists. They never 
saw their patron. He would approve their 
projects and visit the final realization at 
nigh and alone. If the work failed to 

lease his Majesty it was pitilessly torn 
Sore and destroyed and something else 
ordered at once to take its place. He de- 
tested genre painting and historical produc- 
tions; he always wanted allegorical fancies, 
with himself as the inevitable hero. _ When 
his people saw him for the last time in 
1874 be had already vowed stern 
hatred of the entire human race, and es- 
pecially of the fair sex. His marriage with 
the present Duchess of Alengon being 
broken off, he would only see occasionally 
his mother and the Empress of Austria. He 
retended to be and did live for years as 
obengrin. He sailed abont on the waters 
of his lake in a swan boat, but when he de- 
cided to go to the moon he had an immense 
reservoir built on the top of his chateau in 
Munich. Here he journeyed all in silver 
armor; he wanted the water to be made 
blue and less transparent; some one decided 
to throw in vitriol, but this attacked the 
copper lining, and the water finally inun- 
dated the apartments below. The King was 
not allowed to know this; his attendants 
trembled before the dread of his anger, and 
in order still to preserve the coveted blue 
tint they used colored lights. It strikes 
me that the King, after all, was easily 
fooled. Then the child wanted waves; 
so a machine was invented to make waves, 
and as no noise must be heard his servants 
were obliged to turn the wheels instead of 
ong steam power The waves were soon 
voted too small, so the machinery was ,en- 
larged, and the waves also; then the boat 
upset and the King took a sudden bath and 
nearly killed everybody when he came out. 
This was the end to the existence of Lohen- 
rin. Then, the story goes, he wanted to 
ecome a flying mountain spirit. He hada 
sort of chariot made and suspended on long 
poles; these were carried by footmen wear- 
ing thick felt shoes, Then he wanted a flying 
machine, which at the outset killed the 
peasant whom the King had ordered to try 
the invention. He was thoughtful and 
ainstaking in his household punishments; 
7 made a point of varying their infliction, 
so as to render the forced sojourn of his pal- 
ace less monotonous. Sometimes he would 
our boiling tea down the backs of the of- 
enders, or else see that the whippings 
were given to a nicety, or make some sud- 
den innovation of acute suffering to the 
criminal] and special delight to himself. 

There is to be a rival enterprise of the 
Francais as far as association goes. The 
ThéAtre des Nations has been given toa 
number of artists whose names are familiar 
to the drama, and among them Taillade and 
Marie Laurent. There are to be 11 mem- 
bers with the enjoyment of a full share of 
25 per cent.; their salaries cannot exceed 
1,000f, a month.

o the capital, and 25 to the reservesfund, 
As at the Francais, all deliberations and 
decisions are to be taken in private session, 
and the purpose is to give dramas only. The 
opening piece is to be “Jacques Bon- 
homme,” a new play by M. Maugna. The 
above-named stand-bys of thia peculiar line 
of theatrical Tepresen tation enjoy great 
popularity with the public who would only 
patronize such tearful or thrilling sensa- 
tional plays, but very doubtful, neverthe- 
less, is the continued existence of such a co- 
partnership. . : 

It is said that Coquelin goes to America 
to make up the losses entailed by too much 
confidence in the counsel and management 
of a financial friend, who, after years of 
freedom and carte blanche license, finally 
concluded to submit to the actor the state- 
ment of his kind operations. The total loss 
figured over $80,000, I give the story as it 
was told to me, without vouching for its 
veracity, but there must be atone reason 
for such an actor to leave a brilliant 
position where he reigns supreme for a 
problematical venture, even with strong 
monetary inducement.

DISSATISFIED KNIGHTS. 

The purchase of Pythagoras Hall by the 
Home Club for District Assembly No. 49, Knights 
of Labor, has caused much excitement among 
the Knights, and may be the cause ofa split in 
that assembly. The members are dissatisfied at 
the mannerin which District Master Workman 
Thomas B. Maguire and his supporters have 


managed the affair, It is said that 
whenthe Home Club resolved to purchase a 
hall a peremptory order was issued to aji the 
local akecenbiina to assess each individual mem- 
ber $1, and raise $75,000. District Assembly 
No. 49 had had a great increase of member- 
ship, and Maguire and the Home Club 
ha become a power. They did not 
deem it worth while to ask the local 
assemblies to discuss and vote upon the matter. 
Their recent red-letter call had brought out 
many Knights to attend the recent mass meet- 
ing at Uuion-square without knowing the reason 
why, and they concluded that a similar order 
for money would be as blindly obeyed. They 
were correct in their logic, Most of the Knights 
obediently put their hands into their pockets and 
handed over the money without asking a ques- 
tion. 

Some 75 out of about 350 local assemblies, 
however, protested against such proceedings, 
and claimed that the constitnent locals of the 
district assembly had a right to discuss the 
matter of purchasing a hall and to vote upon 
the question. The Heme Club, however, 
treated the protest with contempt, and 
to unish the rebellious local assemblies 
for their rashness suspended them. The dissat- 
isfaction with the Home Club, however, has ex- 
tended to other loca] assemblies, and if is said 
that 125 of them intend to apply for a separate 
charter. Some Knights of Labor wonder what 
would become of Pythagoras Hall if the men 
who purchased it should ever be expelled from 
the order. The district assembly is not a char- 
tered corporation, and cannot sue or be sued in 
the courts. The Knights wonder whether the 
district assembly can compel those men to de- 
liver the property to their successors in office or 
to the district assembly.

THE BARD TO THE FRONT 


MR. OASSATT’S COLT WINS THE 
SEPIEMBHR STAKES. 
PONTIAC DEFEATED BY LIZZIE DWYER 
~—-YESTERDAY’S RACES AT SHEPPS- 

HEAD BAY. 


The third day of the meeting of the Coney 
Island Jockey Club was a great success, The 
weather was fine, the track fast, and the attend- 
ance of spectators very large, while the racing 
was fairly good. The principal race of the 
day was fourth on the programme, the rich 
September Stakes for 3-year-olds, ons mile and 
three-quarters, for which The Bard, Linden, 
Ferona, and Preciosa were the starters. The 
conditions of the race compelled The Bard 
to take up a ~penalty of 7 pounds, 
making his weight 125 pounds, while 
his competitors were allowed 10 pounds, 
.which made a difference of 15 pounds against 
him. Under the circumstances the stake was 
considered to be at the merey of Linden, who 
ran a close second to Elkwood for the Kenner 
Stakes at Saratogo, two miles, which was run in 
the fast time of 3:34. The public plunged on 
him at even money, while three to one was free- 
ly offered against The Bard, but the staple money 
went into the ring with such vim that the odds 
were forced down a point. The Bard won with re- 


markable ease, and Mr. Cassatt won a gat pot. 
The horse did not “turn a hair,” and the per- 
formance was so good that on his return to the 
weighing stand the colt was surrounded by an 
admiring crowd, 

The greatest surprise ing the race, however, 
was Ferona getting the second place and badly 
beating the favorite. When the horses were 
started Preciosa and Linden went forward to 
make a killing pace, and they were goon fighting 
by themselves. At the end of the first three 
furlongs, where they entered the stretch, Linden 
was aneckin front of Preciosa, who was four 
lengths from The Bard, Ferona a length in the 
rear, In front of the stand Linden was half a 
length ahead of Preciosa, while The Bard was 
three tengths back, and gliding along easily. 
At the quarter pole he was at Preciosa’s 
girth, and Linden had got a lead of two 
lengths. As they went along the back 
stretch Linden began to lose ground, and 
The Bard, running without - persuasion, easily 
gained from that point on. e turned into the 
home stretch a length ahead, and then he left 
his pursuers behind so easily that he won by @ 
dozen lengths on the stretch. Ferona ran up 
and secured the second money by 20 lengths. 
The time was very fast, the quarter being run 
in 0:25, the half mile in 0:52, the three-quar- 
ters in 1;18g, the mile in 1:46, the mile and a 
quarter in 2:11%, the mile and a half in 2:38, 
and the mile and three-quarters in 3:05. 

The Belles’ Stakes, for 2-year-old fillies, the sec- 
ond on the programme, brought out a fleld of 13, 
Bessie June won easily. From the first furlong 
pole Ittalala, Maggie Mitchell, Bessie June 
Hinda, and Yolande hada hot race to the head 
of the home stretch, much of the time being 
lapped.

A QUAKER UNDER FIRE. 
PHILADELPHIA’S MAYOR UNDER INVES- 
TIGATION, 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 2,—The Common 
Council to-day appointed a committee of seven 
to investigate charges of malfeasance in office 
against Mayor William 8B. Smith, and instruct- 
ed the committee, if the charges were found 
true, to present articles of impeachment against 
the Mayor ata special meeting of the Chamber 
to be held on Thursday next. On Sunday, Aug. 
15, the Times of this .city exposed the 
fact that the Mayer had not turned into the City 
Treasury about $9,000 received by him for pawn- 
brokers’ licenses, principally in January last, al- 
though the iaw requires that all public money 
shall be turned into the city Treasury on the 
same day 1t is received. The Times also charged 
that the Mayor, or some one by his direction, 
without the consent of the drawers, had 
altered checks drawn to the order of the City 
Treasurer so as to make them payable to himself, 
and had deposited the checks in a private bank- 
ing institution, and it has since charged that the 
Mayor has persistently converted to his own 
use all the public money that came into 
his hands, not turning it into the City 
Treasury until compelled to do so, This 
is embezzlement -under the laws of 


this Sate. The Times has editorially charged 
that Mayor Smith has received man 
thousands of dollars in the years 188 
and 1886 paid to him fer the use of the 
city, and that he has perverted to his own use 
nearly or quite all of the said moneys from time 
to time as they were received, and that he 
is guilty of embezzlement of the funds of 
the municipality, the penaity for which is in- 
famous punishment and dismissal from office. 
It charges that Mayor mith has defied the law 
requiring him to pay into the Treasury 
all city moneys each day as received 
and to make sworn monthly returns of such pay- 
ments, the penalty for whichis dismissal from 
office by Council; that Mayor Smith has 
receiyed for the use of the city 
checks payable to the order of 
the City Treasurer, and such checks were 
changed on their face by . himself or by 
his instructions or with his assent, 
and without the knowledge of the draw- 
ers, to make them payable to_ his 
order and then deposited to the aceount of William 
B. Smith, Treasurer, in the Fidelity Insurance 
Trust and Safe Deposit Company and the money 
drawn out and appited to the individual use of 
Mayor Smith. The City Controlier sent a long 
communication to the Council in which he said: 
“In view of the facts which I have pre- 
sented above, it is my duty, under the 
ordinance of Nov, 6, 1862, to report to 
ou that the Hon, William B. Smith, 
ayor of the city, has - neglected to 
make payments to the City Treasurer 
of the moneys” received by him for 
the city on the days of the receipt thereof 
by him, in accordance with the literal 
requirement of the ordinance of Dee. 23, 1872, 
and that che refused to render to this 
department full information necessary for 
the proper andit of his aecounts, and respecting 
the custody and disposition of those moneys 
from the time they came under his control until 
the payment of the same to the City Treasurer.” 
The Mayor positively refused to exhibit this 
bank book and check book showing the de- 
posit and withdrawal of public moneys, 
though when (first arraigned by the 
Times he declared that the money 
had been kept separate in the Fidelity Company 
to the eredit of Wiiliam B: Smith, Treasurer, 
The Times has shown that at the time of the ex- 
seer the Mayor had ne money at all on 
eposit with the Fidelity Company to the credit 
of William 3B. Smith, Treasurer, or to his 
private accounts, and that ehecks drawn 
by William B, Smith, Treasurer, had 
frequently been thrown out for want of 
funds. The committee appointed to-day has 
authority to send for persons, papers, and books, 
and to exercise all the powers conferred by the 
act of Assembly approved May 17, 1883. The 
eommittee will meet at 10 o’eloek Saturday 
morning and daily until its work is done.

RHODE ISLAND'S NEW BOUNDARY. 

Watcnu Hit, R. L, Sept. 2,—The Bound- 
ary Commissioners appointed by the States of 
Rhode Island and Connecticut to establish the 
disputed boundary between the two States held 
an adjourned meeting to-day and have, after two 
years’ consideration of the matter, come to 

definite conclusion. A formal agreement 
that is satisfactory to both Commission- 


ers was fixed upon this afternoon. The dis- 
uted boundary was over 20 wiles in 
ength, and extended from the junction of the 
Ashaway and Pawcatuck Rivers to the New- 
York State line. The line, as agreed upon to-day, 
commences at an iron buoy in the Ashaway 
River, running down the middle channel of the 
Pawcatuck River to the mouth, thence in a 
northwestern course on a straight line to 
Rhodes Folly, and then due south on 
the meridian to the New-York State line. This is 
substantially the line informally agreed upon, as 
reported in THe TIMES, at the first meeting of the 
Commissioners this year. By the line as agreed 
upon to-day, the course throughout is made 
straight as far as possible from nye angle, 
The line will have to be ratitied by the Legisla- 
tures of the respective States, and subsequently 
contirmed by the United States Government, in 
order for it to be operative as the boundary in 
faet. Thereis practically no change in the line 
that has been the acknowledgeé boundary for

Fairchild has called on 
the Attorney-General for an opinion.

The Signal Service Bureau report tndicates 
for to-day, in this city, fair weather, nearly sta- 
tionary temperature, variable winds. 


. Jt is evident that for forty-eight hours 
Charleston was under the influence of a 
panic terror more paralyzing than any it 
saffered when it was a besieged city. We 
are only now beginning to receive a co- 
herent account of what has happened, and 
of what damage has been done. Ever since 
Tuesday night until yesterday the in- 
habitants had much more urgent busi- 
ness than to go about investigating. It 
fs unlikely even now that the investiga- 
tion has been very searching. The list of 
the killed is so absurdly small considering 
the magnitude of the disaster that it cannot 
ve anything like a complete list. When it 
is known what Charleston needs abundant 
nid will be forthcoming. In the meantime 
the re-establishment of communication will 
insure the people against absolute distress 
from the want of food. 

The platform of the Indiana Republicans 
is much more candid and sober than was 
that of the Republicans of Dllinois.

RAAT TTS SON EET IL ARI TEL, 

To most people not engaged in the pro- 
fession of labor agitaiion the statement of 
Rosert D. Tayior, ex-Secretary of the 
General Executive Committee of the 
Knights of Labor, concerning a plot to kill 
himself and Mr. PowpERty will be puz- 
zling reading. Exactly how any consider- 
able number of men could persuade them- 
selves that murder would promote the na- 
tional organization of workingmen is diffi- 
cult to understand. The facts as stated in 
our columns now appear for the first time in 
so definite a form, and give food for much 
reflection. 


Tt is not usual to find persons detected in 
violating a law of this State defiantly 
waving a permit for the violation in the 
face of the officers arresting them, but this 
is what was done when the Captain of a 
tug in the employ of the Street-Cleaning 
Department of New-York was found dump- 
ing two scows of garbage upon the oyster 
beds in the Sound near New-Rochelle. Com- 
missioner COLEMAN will show a becoming 
interest in the good name of his department 
by investigating this matter. It is not 
pleasant for the citizens of New-York to 
feel that he is personally responsible for 
the continual defilement of the Sound 
and the Lower Bay by the acts of 
his subordinates, but they will be 
forced to that conclusion if many more 
such permits as that produced by Capt. 
KEYES are brought to light. Fish Commis- 
sioner BLACKFORD is engaged in a worthy 
work in enforcing the laws for the protection 
of our oyster beds, and the convenience of 
the Street-Cleaning Department will not be 
allowed to stand in his way. A few judi- 
cious arrests and convictions under the law 
fvill soon put an end to the dumping of 
garbage and the drainage of sludge acid in 
the waters around New-York,and when every 
oysterman is practically adetectiveit ought 
not to be difficult to secure all the evidence 
required. The arrests already made at the 
instance of Mr. BLACKFORD and Oyster 
Protector MERSEREAD will fail of any per- 
manent effect for good unless they are 
promptly followed by indictment, convic- 
tion, and sentence, of which, happily, there 
seems to be every prospect. 


The ground upon which the French duel 
has been ridiculed by foreigners is chiefly 
its bloodlessness. The Southern “ difficulty” 
is often atrocious enough, but. the conse- 
quences are usually so serious that it does 
not easily lend itself to ridicule. The 
reproach of bloodlessness has now 
been removed from the French duel 
by an affair of honor between two 
Frenchmen in Panama. The affair was 
normal in that neither of them hit the 
other. Itwas exceptional in that one of the 
bullets hit and killed a casual negro who 
was at work on the canal, and who had not 
demanded from anybody the satisfaction of 
a gentleman. It is only just, however, to 
point ont that the duelists were not states- 
men, so that the innocuousness of the 
French political duel is still unimpeached. 


The intimation given by China that she 
would not permit Russia to establish herself 
in Corea has already proved to be a genuine 
one. China has landed troops on the penin- 
sula in token of her intention to hold it, and 
if Russia wishes to occupy Port Lazaroff as 
an ofiset to the British occupation of Port 
Hamilton she must be prepared to fight. It 
1s an incident of the affair that the Chinese 
troops have found themselves primarily in 
conflict with the Coreans, which helps to 
support the Russian theory that the latter 
do not recognize more than a nominal al- 
legiance to the Flowery Kingdom, leaving 
them free to listen to Muscovite overtures if 
they prefer. 


THE MAINE CAMPAIGN. 

There is something almost pathetic in 
the spectacle of the Republican canvass in 
Maine. The party as there led and mar- 
shaled, whatever may be the result in the 
State, shows itself pitifully unprepared for 
the conditions it must face in the national 
canvass. The contest, by the chuice of Mr. 
BuLarneE himself, is essentially national in 
its character. There is no reason why a 
special effort should be made in Maine to 
carry a State election this year, except that 
it is his State and that he and his friends 
have chosen to make his personal fort- 
unes as a party leader and an as- 
pirant for the Pre@lential nomina- 
tion turn on the result. The peculiar 
condition of parties there would have de- 
prived the canvass of any national sig- 
nificance if affairs had been left to take 
their ordinary course. The Republicans 
might have won or lost, increased or fallen 
off in their relative strength, without any 
one’s caring greatly or drawing conclusive 
inferences from the facts as bearing on 
national politics. But since Mr. BLaInge 
has elected to make a personal struggle 
there, to take the field himself, to call out 
all his forces and to direct as well as lead 
them, it becomes a very different matter.

The two points on which 
he insists are, first and chiefly, the tariff, 
and, second, the conduct of foreign affairs

obtained more cheaply than now would be 
the ruin of the wage earners. This is too 
obviously artificial to impress the minds of 
the working people, who do not give them- 
selves up to theoretical inferences, but who 
know that the high tariff has existed with 
high and with low wages and that a lower 
tariff has done the same, and who, therefore, 
are beginning to look with distrust and 
weariness upon this perpetual preaching of 
Mr. BLAIN®E’s, 

But whatever the workingmen may think 
on this subject, nothing is plainer to the 
careful political observer than that the votes 
lost by Mr. BLAINE in 1884 cannot be won 
back by high tariff professions, and that no 
votes can. be won by these professions from 
the Democratic ranks, Mr. BLAINE’s policy 
is, therefore, a gross mistake, a sheer waste 
of energy. And the amount of attention he 
gives to foreign affairs is equally an error. 
In the first place, though there is a general 
and very just discontent with the manage- 
ment of the State Department by Mr. Bay- 
ARD, the Administration has made no er- 
rors so far that will seriously affect 
the public mind, and has given no in- 
dication that it is likely to do so. 
The Mexican matter was badly conducted 
undoubtedly, but it has come out very well, 
and it has ceased to excite attention. The 
trouble with Canada is not settled, but 
there is no substantial agreement of opin- 
ion even in the northeastern part of the 
country as to how it should be settled, and 
beyond that region there is very little 
active interest concerning it. In the next | 
place, if there is any one department of 
public business as to which the country 
does not trust Mr. BLAINE it is that of for- 
eign relations. His own administration as 
Secretary of State was so incapable, so ig- 
norant, rash, inconsequent, and embar- 
rassing to the country that he ought in 
common prudence to avoid all allusion to 
the general subject. 

The fact is that Mr. BLarne is behind the 
times. He is pursuing the policy he learned 
at a time when the business of a Repub- 
lican leader was to keep votes and not to 
win them, to arouse his own party and not 
to persuade the independent or to convert 
the hostile. For twenty years it was his 
fortune to be active in the Republican 
Party when victory perched upon its ban- 
ners as surely as the full vote was got 
out, and when the “thunder of the 
voice” was a potent quality in the 
struggles of politics. But times have’ 
greatly changed. It is no longer prudent 
to assume that all the men who have ever 
voted with the Repnblicans will go on 
doing so if only they be called loudly 
enough. Mr. BLAINE must show some very 
good reason why his party is really and 
practically better than it was in 1884 if he 
hopes to have it win in 1888, and, hard as it 
will be for him to admit that fact, the first 
evidence of its improvement would have to 
be his own retirement from its leadership. 


THE PLUMBERS. 

It is probably out of no consideration for 
the public that the master plumbers and 
the journeyman plumbers have chosen this 
season for the adjustment of their differ- 
ences by what threatens to be a trade war. 
The public, nevertheless, has reason to be 
grateful for the accident by which the 
question comes up now. In midwinter a 
strike of plumbers would be a public ca- 
lamity. At this time plumbing is merely 
one of the building trades, and the effect of 
a strike in it would be no different, either 
in kind or in degree, from a strike of plas- 
terers or of joiners. 

The plumbing trade is peculiar in this, 
that no man but an expert is qualified to 
judge of it. It is concealed after it is done, 
and the average householder knows of its 
quality only in case of a failure which 
brings danger to himself and his family. 
Even if it were in sight he would not be 
capable of judging, except by its results, 
whether it were good or bad. In houses 
built for speculation the plumbing is in- 
evitably more liable to be ‘‘scamped” than 
any other part of the work. | 

There is thus a special reason why nobody 
should be permitted todo plumbing work 
unless he knows his business. There is no 
excuse for ignorance. The wages earned by 
plumbers, as compared with those made by 
other mechanics whose work requires equal 
skill, are extravagantly high, and it is 
not to be tolerated that work so well 
paid should be done by incompetents. 
The first business of any trades union should 
be to exact a certain standard of compe- 
tency from its members. No trades union 
does this thoroughly, and few trades unions 
pretend to do it at all. A trade can be 
learned, of course, only by apprenticeship, 
and the need of making this apprenticeship 
mean something is particularly imperative 
in the plumbing trade, where the work is at 
once so important and to the general public 
so unintelligible. 

The dispute between the master plumbers 
and the journeyman plumbers, which seems 
so likely to result in a strike or a lock-out, 
chiefly concerns this question of apprentice- 
ship. Weare bound to say that upon this 
question the sympathies of the public 
should go with the master plumbers. The 
only concern the journeymen show with 
regard to it is to make sure that there 
shall not be so many apprentices 
as’ to threaten an overproduction of 
plumbers. The employers, on the other 
hand, are concerned to make sure that the 
men to whom they pay so high wages are 
competent workmen, and this is the inter- 
est of the public as well. The masters may 
be quite as selfish and as greedy as the jour- 
neymen, but so long as they pursue their 
own interest in an enlightened way they 
areserving the public. 

Of the eleven rules promulgated by the 
master plambers ten relate to the question 
of apprenticeship and at least eight tend 
directly to furnish 8 guarantee to the em- 

plumbers, aud the emnlorezs of thane 


prentices shall be good workmen 
when they become journeymen. The 
only questionable rules among these 
are the fourth, which provides that 
the master plumbers skall have the selection 
and control of the apprentices, and the 
ninth, which forbids any master plumber 
from employing an apprentice who has been 
previously employed by another without a 
written recommendation from the former 
employer. The journeymen, on their part, 
insist that but one apprentice shall be em- 
ployed to every four journeymen, and that 
they themselves shall “have a voice” in 
the selection of the apprentices. 

The allotment of one apprentice to four 
journeymen not only limits the number of 
future journeymen, but is meant to assure 
more certain employment for the journey- 
men already full-fledged. Everybody knows 
that when a plumber goes to a house to doa 
job of work heis attended by a “helper,” 
whose interest in the art and mystery of 
plumbing is not ordinarily acute, and whose 
services scarcely come under the descrip- 
tion of skilled labor. By insisting that only 
one plumber out of four shall have an im- 
mature helper the working plumbers 
require that the other three shall have as 
helpers adult journeymen at full wages. 
This system would greatly increase’the cost 
of plumbing and seems to be without justi- 
fication. 

The claim that the journeymen be allowed 
a “voice” in the selection of boys whom 
they do not employ or pay and in whose 
competency they have no pecuniary inter- 
est seems also to be unfounded in justice. 
It is hard to kee how they can have a 
“voice” without having the entire ‘‘ say” 
with regard to this selection, and the propo- 
sition that workmen shall employ whomso- 
ever they choose, to be paid by another, 
is inadmissible. The rule of the mas- 
ter plumbers that no apprentice shall 
be hired by one without a recommendation 
from his previous employer is also unrea- 
sonable. It assumes that every master 
plumber is a wise and good and just 
being who will not withhold a recom- 
mendation unless he cannot conscien- 
tiously give it. In fact, he is liable to 
be a spiteful and unjust person, who 
would follow up any trivial quarrel 
with an apprentice by preventing 
him from’ getting work elsewhere, 
and this rule would give one such 
employer the power to drive a workman out 
of the trade and prevent him from getting 
his living. An employer to whom an appli- 
cation for work is made is apt to be quite 
sufficiently influenced by the failure of the 
applicant to produce a recommendation 
from his former employer. To make a rule 
that even when he is convinced that the rec- 
ommendation was unjustly withheld he shall 
not beat liberty to act on his own judg- 
ment is a monstrous and most oppressive 
act. The masters ought not to make such a 
rule, and the journeymen ought not to sub- 
mit to it. With this exception, the public 
whose interest it is that its plumbing shall 
be well done at prices not exorbitant will side 
with the master plumbers against the jour- 


neymen.

CALIFORNIA IN OUR MABR- 
KETS. 

The efforts recently made by California 
fruit growers to sell their products in East- 
err: markets do not, in the opinion of some 
Eastern papers, indicate that the eastward 
movement of California fruit will be con- 
tinued. But California papers reply that 
those who grow fruit in that State and ship 
it to Eastern cities are not discouraged. 
They are content with the progress thus far 
made, and inasmuch as they take all the 
risk they do not think that they stand in 
need of Eastern pity. 

We hope that nothing will check the de- 
velopment of the fruit-growing industry 
in California or the extension of Califor- 
nia’s trade in fruits, green or dried, for 
which we now depend in great measure 
upen foreign producers. The development 
of the production in California of lemons, 
oranges, raisins, olives, prunes, almonds, 
wine, and other articles of consumption for 
which we now pay millions every year to 
foreign countries should be encouraged by 
the whole Nation. The growth of California’s 
fruit trade in the East depends mainly upon 
the rates of transportation. Until last 
Winter carload rates were altogether too 
high, but in December Senator STANFORD 
promised the Fruit Growers’ Association 
that these rates should be reduced by from 
40 to 50 per cent. This was a concession of 
great value to shippers. Owing to very 
high rates only four unbroken carloads of 
green fruit out of 1,025 shipped from Cali- 
fornia in 1885 reached this city. By far the 
greater part of the exported fruit was taken 
in the cities of the Mississippi Valley. With 
lower rates a much larger part should come 
to the cities of the East. But California 
shippers should carefully study the Hastern 
market before sending their fruit to us. 
They should ship fruit with which we 
are not well supplied by our own producers. 
For example, the Californian shipper can- 
not hope to build up here a large and vrofit- 
able trade in grapes, and if he shall send 
oranges he must compete with the excellent 
fruit of Florida. On the other hand, there 
are products of California that should com- 
pete successfully in the East with imported 
products—such as raisins, lemons, almonds, 
prunes, walnuts, olives, olive oil, wines, 
and brandies. It seems to us that the Cali- 
fornian who desires to extend his State’s 
trade in the great Eastern markets should 
especially pay attention to these products. 

The raisins of California are of excellent 
quality. The entire product of Southern 
California in 1880 was only 1,700 boxes. 
The crop of 1885 was about 450,000 boxes, 
of which more than 200,000 came from the 
Los Angeles district. Quality and price 
being equal, intelligent consumers in the 
East would prefer California raisins to those 
which come from the Mediterranean coun- 
tries. In the last year there was a great 
improvement in packing and grading the 
California product. We buy millions of 


| 
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boxes of imported raisins every year. Why 


should not the demand be supplied by Calli- 
fornia! The olive oil produced in the Stateis 
said to be as good as any that can be found 
in the Old World, and it is pure. Great 
enantitios of adulterated of] are sald in the 
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exported to Italy to be returned to this 

‘ country as olive oil. Foreign olive oil, like 
foreign wines, is under acloud. European 
manufacturers have become experts in the 
art of adulteration. There is a great and 
growing demand in the East for purity in 
such products, California should try to 
supply it. And, as g rule, we prefer articles 
of food that are raised in civilized, clean, 
and healthful countries to those which 
come from regions where sanitary laws are 
unknown and where contagious or infectious 
diseases rage without restraint. 

The people of the East are beginning to 
know something about the wines of Cali- 
fornia. The publication of disagreeable 
facts about the tricks of French winemak- 
ers has caused a demand for wines that are 
pure. An improvement in the quality of 
California wines and an effort to introduce 
them in the East in the place of French 
wines have turned the attention of con- 
sumers to this source of supply. If 
the winemakers of the Pacific slope 
shall wisely manage their export trade, 
striving above all things to provide 
for the Eastern buyer a pure wine, 
they will surely and rapidly enlarge their 
sales. They shofld sell their products only 
through trustworthy agencies, so that the 
buyer may know that he is getting an hon- 
est product, for already the wines of Cali- 
fornia are counterfeited in Eastern cities, to 
the injury of California producers and to 
the injury of consumers here. 

The rapid growth of the wine industry of 
California indicates that the dream of en- 
thusiasts that our own country will eventu- 
ally supply enough good wine to meet the 
home demand will be realized. From 1840 
to 1880 the imported supply fell from-97 
per cent. to 18 per cent. of the total con- 
sumption, The quantity of wine exported 
from California was four times as great in 
1885 as it was in 1875. So long as producers 
in California shall throw every safeguard 
around both the production and the sale of 
their wines the demand will steadily in- 
crease, and the quantity imported from 
France will decrease. 

The tendency to reduce freight rates for 
their benefit should cause the people of 
California to study more carefully the East- 
ern markets, in order that they may dis- 
cover what can be sold here to the best 
advantage. It will be folly to try to com- 
pete with local producers in the sale of 
certain products, but there are other prod- 
ucts for which there is a demand that can 
be supplied more satisfactorily from the 
Pacific slope than from foreign countries. 


PRINCE ALEXANDERS DOMAIN. 

The second act in the Balkan drama is now 
complete, and has proved not less extraordi- 
nary than the first. A playwright could 
hardly need more stirring material than the 
seizure and discrowning of Prince ALEXAN- 
DER, the proclaiming of a new Government, 
the kneeling of the plotters at the Russian 
Consulate to implore the Czar’s protection, 
and the hurrying away of the dethroned 
Prince to Russian soil,that the Czar’s Govern- 
ment might there retain the enemy thus put 
inits grasp. The curtain rolled up againona 
second series of surprises, with the counter- 
revolution in Bulgaria and the triumphant 
return of the exiled Prince. The swiftness 
of these transformations and the depth of 
the intrigues are like those of a South 
American revolution; but the play is still to 
be finished, and scenes may yet be enacted 
to which these bloodless events are mere 
preludes. 

The exciting incidents of the last fort- 
night may be summed up asa game won 
and then lost by Russia. But there is some- 
thing more than an even balance of ac- 
counts. Russia has thus far lost more than 
she has won, because with affairs left as they 
are, her prestige suffers a far greater blow 
than ever in Bulgaria. The contrast be- 
tween now and a fortnight ago is that 
during this interim the great strength of 
Prince ALEXANDER’s hold upon his people 
has been developed under a most severe 
test. If ever a ruler could claim to be 
called by the voice of the people to rule 
over them, he is the man. He was called 
back, also, on a direct issue between 
loyalty to him and fealty to the Czar, 
since the plotters against him ex- 
pressly declared his offense to be 
that of failure to recognize Russian 
claims over Bulgaria. It has been shown, 
too, that when ALEXANDER had found his 
way to Germany, exiled and without even 
an escort, there was no power in Europe 
willing, or if willing daring, to prevent his 
return to his people. The Bulgarian people, 
too, have seen that those who were anxious 
to prove the tools of Russia have found no 
protector in her. They have been con- 
demned to death, imprisonment, or fine, as 


the case may be, without finding even a | 


Russian voice, much less an arm, raised in 
adequate defense. Finally, some of these 
men, who were either conspirators or under 
suspicion of conspiracy, have been already 
released by the order of Prince ALEXANDER 
himself, whose prompt magnanimity will 
again be put in contrast with the secrecy 
and selfishness of the Czar. 

The whole progress of events, in short, has 
worked for the strengthening of the hold of 
Prince ALEXANDER on Bulgaria. The Zan- 
koff rebellion, like many. another unsne- 
cessful one, has proved that “storms that 
fail to blow the cedar down may tear the 
branches, but they fix the roots.” Even the 
Porte, since the development of the second 
act of the drama, undoing the villainy of 
the first, has expressed its willingness to 
adopt the Bulgarian view in the joint com- 
mission whose proceedings were so rudely 
interrupted by the shock of revolt. There 
had been a difference of sentiment as to the 
method of reyising the organic statute of 
Eestern Roumelia in order to conform 
to the actual state of her affairs. Now 
that her Legislature sits at Sofia instead 
of at Philippopolis, Turkey discerns in 
Prince ALEXANDER no longer a plotting 
rebel, but a sincere ally against Russia, her 
only dangerous enemy. She had resisted 
the revolution in Eastern Roumelia, not 
wishing, among other reasons, to see the 
line of the Balkans, her natural rampart 
against Russia, taken from her grasp. But 
she now sees that this mountain line will be 
in the hands of a people and a soldier-

Meanwhile we are to await the opening of 
the third act of the drama, in wich, if 
ever, Russia’s appearance with something 
like effect is called for. The Moscow Gazette 
may insist that ‘‘ Bulgaria, created with the 
outpour of Russian blood, can only exist 
under Russian protection,” but something 
more than words is needed to prevent St. 


Petersburg being outfaced by the boldness 
of Sofia.

MR. LAWRENCE BARRETT. 

Mr. Lawrence Barrett acted Richelieu in 
Bulwer’s play at the Star Theatre last evening, 
and the performance, which was character 
ized by earnestness, vigor, and artistic finish 
in @ rare degree, was enjoyed by a 
numerous and appreciative audience, The 
marks of respect and admiration bestowed 
upon Mr. Barrett were richly deserved. 
He isan actor who continually improves his 
work and enlarges his capacity by unceasing 
study and practice. His impersonation of the 
Cardinal was always worthy of the misleading 
praise bestowed by the random playgoer upon 
“ effectiveness,” and, in fact, even in 
the old days, before he had finally ase 
serted his claim to distinction by a 
splendid performance of Cassius at Booth’s The- 
atre, his Richelieu was something more 
than merely “effective.” But it theif lacked 
firmness and repose, and while his understand- 
ing of the hero of Bulwer’s play, a personage too 
theatrical, it must be admitted, to be made 


wholly lifelike. was probably adequate, his 
methods of expression were often faulty and ill 
considered, and well conceived ideas were either 
lost m bursts of forced elocution or hidden by 
strained posing and artificial gesture. As Mr. 
Barrett has grown in his art, under the influences 
to which he has subjected himself, the tendency 
of his acting has been constantly toward sim- 
lictty and naturalness, though it has lost noth- 
ng in the way of dignity and impressiveness. 
Many ae of speech, once thought in- 
separable from the actor, have disappeared, his 
motions are freer, and be produces striking 
effects with less apparent effort. 

In all the play last night his work was done in 
® masterlike manner. His conception of tha 
character of the weak King's strong Prime 
Minister—more the lion than the fox—was devel- 
oped clearly from scene to scene, with the sure- 
ness of touch and self-coniidence that belong to 
the finished artist. The set speeches with 
which thé text bristles were used with a true 
appreciation of their value, and were not forced 
out of their place for the sake of gaining ap- 
plause. Itis impossible, of course, to make the 
trickery of an ingenious playwright sound like 
ere: orto give the cock-sure assertions put 
Into the mouth of the Cardinal the glow of im- 
perishable truth. The pen is not always 
mInightier than the sword, as men supremely 
great have often learned; and there is, unfortu- 
nately, such a word as “ fail,” which needs some- 
times to be spelled with a capital “F.” Neither 
Mr. Barrett nor Mr. Booth can accomplish 
impossibilities. But Mr. Barrett's performance 
of Richelieu last night was thoroughly enjoy- 
able and interesting. In the fourth act it 
was @ wonderfully elaborate study, admirably 
executed. Asa whole the impersonation lacks 
the rare distinction of Mr. Booth’s; the hauteur 
and elegance of the older actor are not there. 
Few young playgoers, however, have seen Booth 
act Richelieu with the tire, vigor, and scrupulous 
care Barrett now gives the part. 

Mr. Newton Gotthold was the Baradas, and he 
treated this much-abused part discreetly. Ser- 
pentine grace and subtlety, whieh are sup- 
posable attributes of a stage conspirato 
of this type, lie withorit the Hmit o 
Mr. Gotthold’s powers of expression. Mr. 
Charles Welles made a better impression 
as Mauprat than he did in “ Yorick’s Love.” Ha. 
was almost adequate to the demands of the part 
in the assassination scene, but he is still under 
the influence of an attack af stage fright or 
something like it, which he ought to treat 
heroically before it becomes chronic. Miss 
Gale was Julie and Mr. Rogers a comic 
Joseph. To-night Mr. Barrett will be seen im 
“Hamlet.” There will be a large audience with- 
out doubt, for he has not appeared in that play 
in New-York for many years. His engagémeni 
promises to be profitable, and he has wisely don 
away with all window advertising and release 
himself from the thralidom of “ deadheadism.”

REED BIRDS. 

I desire to inform market men and others 
that dy a law passed by the last Legislature tha 
sale of reed birds, robins, and meadow larks is 
prohibited. The penalty for selling or having any 
of these birds or. any part of them in possession 
is imprisonment in the county jail for not longer 
than 30 days. and a fine of not less than $10 nor 
more than $50. While I shall not consider it my 
official duty 'o urge the game protector to en- 
force this law, I cannot prevent his doing so if he 
pleases, and although I suppose the Association 
for the Protection of Game, of which I am Presi- 
dent, will ignore it, I cannot — by authority, 
as no action has been taken. But any malicious 
or greedy person may proceed under the statute 
which gives to the plaintiff one-half of the pen- 
alty, so no one is safein disregarding it. I give 
this notice now, as this is the season for reed 
birds, and heretofore no one has thought inter- 
ference with thetr sale advisable or necesaary.

BITTER PERSONAL REMARKS 
IN PARLIAMENT. 

&R. SEXTON’S MOTION DEFEATED AND 
THE ADDRESS ADOPTED—MR. PAR- 
NELL’S OBSTRGCTIVE PLANS. 

LONDON, Sept. 2.—The Right Hon. Cecil 


Raikes, Postmaster-General, stated in answer } 
to inquiries in the House of Commons this after- |

Sir 
William asked why Lord Randolph had not made 
such an explanation before. He (Harcourt) 
accepted the contradiction, but there still 
remained the doctrine of resistance to the 
law. He could§only characterize language ad- 
vancing such a doctrine as that of treason 
and rebellion. ([Cheers.] The Orange party, 
he continued, had long been the curse of 
Treland. It had kept alive race and _ re- 
ligious hatred, and was more ‘harmful than 
all the other societies together. [Cheers.] 
Sir William was continuing in a similar 
strain, the Speaker called upon him to keep to 
the subject of the amendment.

Immediately before the division a loud alter- 
cation arose between Messra.

After the result 
of the division had been announced it was de- 
cided that it was needless for the House to inter- 
fere any further with the address. The address 
was then agreed to without a division.

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THE MERCHANT MARINE. 


WHAT GEN. NEGLEY THINKS OF ITS 
NATIONAL. IMPORTANCE, 


The National Board of Steam Navigation 
continued its fifteenth annual session at the 
Hoffman House yesterday.

stituted The feature of the evening meeting 
was an address by Gen. James 8. Negley, Con- 
gressman from Pennsylvania, on the subject 
“ What Shall We Do with Our Surplus?” 

He said that a merchant marine was one of the 
elements of national greatness; that a nation 
which was dependent upon another nation for 
the fruits of an industry which its own people 
were = of producing out of its own re- 
sources id not possess the means to enforce 
its rights or protect.its citizens from other 
nations. Trade, commerce, social  inter- 
course, and enterprise irresistibly follow the 
line of the most direct mail service, and through 
this agency all other interests are promoted. 
“Tf our mail service was conducted on the lib- 
eral policy of other nations,” he said, “‘ we should 
have one-third of the steam ee of Europe 
fiying the American flag, instead of a few 
hundred vessels, but it 18 now not only defective 
in method but objectionable in point of service 
and compensation. England might pay $2,000,000 
annually for mail service by the Suez Canal 
route, but the value of traffic over that route 
might be estimated 7 the fact that the Suez 
Canal pays an annual income of $12,000,000. 
England again sells to the nations of our hemi- 
sphere six times as much as we do, and 
yet has to steam thousands of wiles. 
Mexico and Central America import $93,000,000 
annually, and our share does not exceed 15 per 
ceut. We take 35 per cent. of the exports of 
other American nations, which this year amount 
to $460,000,000, and we supply them with only 
16 per cent. of imports. The Asian countries in 
the Pacitic import $530,000,000, of which trade 
the United States only gets $20,500,000.” 

Gen. Negley alsoreverted to the careful analyses 
of trade required from British consulates, ‘ In 
America,” he continued, ‘‘ we have in operation 
over 300,000 manufactories with a stated 
capital ot $3,000,000,000, and employing 
3,000,000 operatives, but foreign markets only 
get 2% per cent. of the annual output of 
$4,000,000,000. In__ the eatrying trade 
there are 6,800 steam vessels, of 
which the United States has 185, 
which is a small increase of 53 vessels of 43,795 
aggregate tons in four years. The whole ton- 
nage of this country June 30, 1885, was 4,265,- 
933 tons, which was a decrease of 5,295 tons 
from 1884. The oniy way to compete 
with ambitious nations who have es- 
tablished their merchant marine by generous 
subsilies is to adopt alike system to give our 
shipbuilders and our merchants an equal chance. 
The construction of vessels in American ship- 
yards has declined 106,373 tonsin two years, 
and of 600 steamships crossing the Atlantic not 
one carries the American flag. 

“We can look,” said Gen. Negley, in conclu- 
sion, “for relief from periodical depressions of 
business caused by the burden of surplus prod- 
ucta solely in one direction and by one agency, 
to wit, the extension of our foreign markets. 
A larger demand for the sale of our breadstuffs 
and manufactures is also necessary if we seek 
to avoid loss from spasmodie fluctuations 
and the enforced idleness of millions of men. 
Water transportation with a properly regulated 
mail service to markets where the pro‘iuctions 
are the opposite of ours is the opportunity of 
trade with a certainty of demand.” This is to 
be provided by subsidy, and this is the way to 
employ the surplus. 


MR. COOGAN’S AMBITION. 


HE WANTS TO GIVE $200,000 To BE THE 
MAYOR OF NEW-YORK. 

The laboring men of New-York City, by 
their delegates, met at Clarendon Hall again last 
night for the purpose of pushing forward the 
work of organization. The meeting was warm. 
The first firebrand was thrown by 2@& 
delegate who wanted the representative 
from the _ Tailors’ Union “fired out” 
because he was a “skin.” This evoked a 
a chorus of yells, from the midst of which was 


heard a deep-toned voice protesting against 
Heury Nichols, the representative of the So- 
cialistic Labor Party, as having been a Green- 
backer, Anti-Monopolist, and being as ‘‘ crooked 
as aram’s horn.” Mr. Nichols subsequently got 
an opportunity to say that he had been a Green- 
backer, and was yet, and that he was atill an 
Anti-Monopolist, and didn’t believe that he had 
erred in either case. Secretary Archibald 
turnished the next motive for excitement 
by resigning his office, in order that he might be 
on the floor, where he thougnt he would be more 
useful. His resignation was accepted after some 
bitter talk, and George Block, Secretary of the 
National Bakers’ Union, was chosen in his stead. 
This was considered a blow at the Home Club. 
The Committee of Twenty-four made a report in 
which they recommended that the conference 
resolve itself into a convention for thé nomina- 
tion of county officers. The report was re- 
ecived and the recommendation adopted, the 
officers of the conference being made permanent 
otiicers of the convention. 

The Committee on Ways and Means then of- 
fered its report. It recommended that each dele- 
gate should be assessed $1 to meet present ex- 
penses, and thateach member of the labor or- 
ganizations should be assessed 25 cents fora 
campaign fund. The report closed with a ret- 
erence to a communication which had been 
received by the committee, which contained 
an offer to supply all the money necessary 
to make the election of the labor candidate 
asurety. The communication was not attached 
to the report, but Delegate Davis, of the commit- 
tee, tushed excitedly forward brandishing it 
above his head and -demanding that it 
be read. Then the floodgates of disorder 
were opened, and for an hour and more there 
was a ceaseless ruar of voices making points of 
order, asking for information, charging fraud, 
aud piling motion on motion, and amendment on 
amendment. 

Mr. Archibald screamed at the top of his voice, 
“T move that the recommendations of any man 
who waats. to manipulate this convention—I 
Imean James J. Coogan—be not listened to.” This 
opened the fight, and. it was a hot one 
for some minutes, until finally an ap- 
peal for fair play induced tne convention to 
permit the letter to be read by a vote of 
126to17. The letter, which was from Mr, Coo- 
gan, was addressed to Lewis P. Delan, Chairman 
of the committee. After stating a number of 
things to which he was oppo-ed, some things 
which he favored, and saying that he was for 
“ Home Rule, Home Trade, and Home Protec- 
tion,” Mr. Coogan concluded in these words: 

“Tf the convention of workingmen, now assembled 
to nominate a candidate torMayor should decide on me 
for their candidate, I believe I can be elected with or 
without any outside indorsement. It would be well 
for the convention to take into consideration the im- 

ortant offices which will be atthe disposal of the 
nceoming Mayor, and consequently the candidates of 
the other organization will not spare any means or 
exertions possible to secure their election. My 
whole heartfelt sympathy is now and ever has been 
with the laboring classes, and if selected by your 
convention as their candidate I will contribute to 
an extent that will insure the success of the cam- 

nigh. and will confer on me the honor of being the 
rst Mayor elected by the working class of this 
great metropolis.” 

Afollow-eyed delegate leaped to his feet and 
shouted with the full strength of a strong pair 
of lungs, ‘‘I move that the committee be dis- 
charged and its Chairman be impeached from 
this convention. I hold that any com- 
mittee which would be sé base as to 
write to @ man to be a candidate is un- 
worthy to be a delegate to this conven- 
tion.” Then the members of the committee 
tried to defend themselves. One said that the 
committee acted honestly, supposing that it 
had a perfect right to ask any man to be a can- 
didate. ‘There seems,” he said, ‘to be a pur- 
poe to punish any man who mentions any name 

ut Henry George here. Let me tell you, though, 
that Henry George will be sadly left if you un- 
dertake to punish this committee.” 

It was finally decided to lay the letter on the 
table, receive the report of the con:mittee other- 
wise, and not to discharge or censure the com- 
mittee. It was said that Mr. Coogan had said he 
would spend $200,000 if nominated. A motion 
to adjourn to Saturday night and make a nomi- 
nation for Mayor at that time gave oppor- 
tunity for a number of speeches in which 
the orators grew eloquent in praise of Henry 
George. The argument that the latter hod 
agreed to be a candidate if 30,000 persons sigued 
@® request for bim so to do, and that the 
signatures could not be rocured by Sat- 
urdauy, was powerful enough to secure a post- 
pone of the meeting to three weeks 

It was also decided that the 
people in the several Assembly districts should 
inake local nominations. One of the delegates 
said to the reporters that he had received infor- 
mation that the Prohibitionists intended to in- 
dorse the labor candidates for county oftices.

| CANADA STANDING FIRM 


HER REPLY IN THE CASE OF 
THE DAVID J. ADAMS. 

THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S SOLICITOR 
DISCUSSES AT LENGTH THE CIRCUM- 
STANCES ATTENDING THE SEIZURE. 

HAuirax, Nova Scotia, Sept. 2.—The fol- 
lowing reply on behalf of Canada to the case pre- 
sented by the United States on the seizure of the 

Gloucester fishing schooner David J. Adams has 


been filed in the Vice-Admiralty Court at Hali- 
fax: 


Her Majesty the Qnean, plaintiff, against the ship 
or versel David J. Adams and her cargo, an action 
for the fcrteiture of uaid vessel and her cargo for 
violation of a certain convention made during the 
reign of his late Majesty George iI., King of 
Great’ Britain and Ireland; also the forfeiture 
ot said vessel and cargo for violation of chapter 61 
of the acts of the Parliament of the Dominion of 
Canatia made and passed in the year 1868, anil of 
bury ag 15 of the acts of said Parliament passed and 
made in the year 1870, and of chapter 23 of the acts 
of said Partiament made and passed in the year 1871. 

First—The Attorney-General of Canada says that 
in addition tothe cargoon boardof the David J. 
Adams mentioned in the first paragraph of the an- 
swer there was at the time of the seizure 2 quantit 
of fresh herrings and ice and fish recently cured, 
and he does not admit that the fresh halibut was 
caught on the Western Banks. 

Second—In respect to the second paragraph of 
said answer, he does not admit the treaty of 1873, 
or that it has now any force and effect. 

Third—iIn respect to the last allegation in the 

third pereereen of the answer, he does not admit 
that there have been no orders or orders in council 
regulations, directions, or instructions, as d 
jor in 59, George IIL, oc 38, U. 
he also submits that the statutes of the 
Parliament of Canada referred to in the 
statement of the claim were passed under or in pur- 
suance of said 59, George ITi., c. 88, U. K., and said 
convention. He also objects to the allegations of 
denial contained therein, and says that the same are 
bad in law because they contain no statements of 
act, tender an immaterial issue, deny what was not 
alleged in the petition, set out the issue of the law, 
and are embarrassing and uncertain. 
Fourth—He joins issue on the fourth paragraph of 
eaid answer. He also objects to the fourth para- 
graph, and says the same is badin law because it 
contains no allegation of facts, tenders an imma- 
terial issue, sets out an issue of law, and is embar- 
rassing and uncertain. The legislation of the United 
Kingdom and that of Canada are not incon- 
sistent and the former does not exclude legislation 
by the Dominion Parliament. The legislation of the 
Parliament of the Dominion of Canada, mentioned in 
said petitien, relating to matters set out in said 
petition and to said David J. Adams, is within the 
powers and competency of the Parliament of Canada 
and is not null and void. 

Fifth—As to the fifth paragraph, he denies that 
any statutes or regulations subsequent to the 
statutes and convention referred to in the petition 
have been passed, giving additional privileges to 
said vessel, the David J. Adams, said vessel being at 
and previously to the time of seizure an Ameri- 
can fishing vessel and a foreign vessel not 
navigated according to the laws of the United King- 
dom o7 Canada, with her master not a natural born 
subject of her Majesty, all within the meaning of the 
convention and statutes mentioned in said petition 
and rovee roe to said seizure committed 
acts in violation of said convention and statutes as 
set forth in the said petition. 

Sizth—He says in respect to the seventh para 
graph that the said David J. Adams being at and pre- 
viously to the time of seizure an American fishing 
vessel and a foreign vessel not navigated according 
to the laws of the United Kingdom, with her mastcr 
not a natural born subject of her Majesty. all 
within the ae of the convention and 
statutes mentioned in said petition, as is more 
fully set forth in said petition, no treaties had been 
made or were in force, and no laws or regulations had 
been passed or were in force, giving the said David 
J. Adams the right to trade or purchase bait 
in said Annapolis Basin.

or pleaded. The allegation that the David J. Adams 
had the right to trade in any of the Canadian ports is 
said to be irrelevant. 

Seventh—In respect to the eighth paragraph, he 
says he does not admit that the entry into said basin 
was in direct violation of orders given by the owner 
of said vessel to said master, and denies that he pro- 
cured bait, that is to say, herrings, by purchases 
and by payment of money only, and in no 
other way, and he denies that said bait 
was to be used in fishing in the 
open seaoron the Banks and outside and beyond 
said bays and harbors, or said three marine miles, or 
said limits and dominions; and in respect to the re- 
maining allegations of the said paragraph, in denial 
of the allegations of the petition, he denies each and 
every oné of them. He _ also objects to

“He avers that the purchase of bait at the 
time and place and under the circumstances 
and for the purposes in this answer stated was law- 
ful,” and says the same are bad in law, because said 
clauses are not in denial of the facts stated in the 
petition orinthe confession and avolidauce thereof. 
They traverse immaterial issues. It is uncertain 
whether they tender an issue of fact or of law. They 
are uncertain and embarrassing. 


Fighth—He joins issues on the ninth paragraph of 
the answers. He also objects to the ninth paragraph, 
and says the same is bad in law, because the regula 
tions and proclamations relied on are not set forth or 
suiliciently referred to or pleaded.

A TWELVE-MILE ROAD. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Sept. 2.—A corps of 
engineers is at work laying out a route for the 
Poughkeepsie and Southeastern Railroad Com- 
pany, which has just been incorporated. The 
road will be about 12 miles inlength. It will 
start from this place and end at Hopewell Junc- 
tion, where it will connect with the New-York 


and New-England Road. Itisa project in har- 
mony with the proposed bridge across the Hud- 
son at this place. A gentleman who has 
taken considerable interest in the matter 
says: ‘There is no reason why every 
particle of the freight now ferried over 
the Hudson from Newburg in cars from the 
Erie and other roads to the New-York and New- 
England, and then carried by the latter line into 
the Eastern States, should not come this way 
over the Poughkeepsie bridge. When the latter 
is completed all the coal now transferred across 
the Hudson at Newburg must come over the 
bridge, and it will be hauled over the Pough- 
keepsie and Southeastern Railroad to the New- 
York and New-England at Hopewell Junction. 
By the same route Southern cotton will be 
taken to gthe large manufactories in the 
East, an after being made ap _ into 
goods will be shipped back over the road re- 
ferred to. The roadbed for the Poughkeepsie 
and Southeastern will be constructed for a 
double track. New-York, Brooklyn, and Pough- 
keepsie parties are pushing the enterprise. 
Among the incorporators Homer A. Nelson, R. 
F. Williamson, and J. A. Perkins, of Poughkeep- 
sie, and J. F. Sarle, L. M. Stone, and A. L. Hill, 
of Brooklyn. Three or four banks of this city 
are represented in the enterprise. The capital 
stock is $500,000.

CHANGING ITS GAUGE. 

Work is being pushed rapidly on the 
change of gauge for the St. Louis, Arkansas and 
Texas Railroad Company. President 8S. W. For- 
dyce telegraphed information from St. Louis yes- 
terday that will be c! e:ring to the Company's 
security holders, who are largely represented in 
this city: ‘‘ The roadbed is now ready,” said Mr. 


Fordyce. ‘ All necessary ties are in track, about 
all outside spikes driven, and all work necessary 
to be done on the whole line will be completed 
not later than Sept. 15. Sufficient standard cars 
and engines will be parked at points on the line 
by Oct. 10 to warrant the change of gauge on 
vhat date. The crisis in standard gauging the 
road has been reached and passed, and we are 
now out of all possible danger. 

“On account of using so many of our trains in 
construction, we have had to refuse in the last 
four months not less than 5,000 cars of paying 
freight, and in the last six months have hauled 
over 16.000 carloads of new steel, old iron, ties 
and timbers of the company, and have used an 
average of 10 trains daily for the last 60 days 
in moving earth out of cuts and widening banks. 
We will not spend all the money estimated by 
the engineers as necessary for this purpose, and 
there has never been such a demand for timber 
products as now, and I estimate that from that 
source alone we will earn $1,000,000 the first 
year after change of gauge.”

The Cincinnati, Indianapolis, St. Louis 
and Chicago (*“‘ Big Four”) Railroad has become 
a member of the Chicago east-bound pool.

THE ARMORY BOARD. 
#EVERAL NEW MEMBERS APPEAR AT A 
MEETING FOR THE FIRST TIME. 


The Armory Board met yesterday, Com- 
tuissioner John Newton, Brig.-Gen. Louis Fitager- 
ald, and Col. Emmons Clark, the senior regi- 
mental commander of the local brigade, appear- 
ing for the first time among its members. Mayor 
Grace presided, and called attention to a sug- 
gestion made at a meeting of the Sinking 
Fund Commissioners, that the plans for the 
Gansevoort Market should be changed 
50 0=Oas.~—tsétO permit a second story 
to be erected for use as an armory. He 
rehearsed the objections that had been pre- 
sented against the adoption of this suggestion. 
These wére that the market was intended to be 
composed of small houses, with spaces between 
to permit plenty of light and air to cirenlate; 
that to put a story over these ground floor build- 
ings would exclude almost all light and air from 
them, and that to support a heavy armory build- 
ingit would be necessary to put down avast 
number of piles, which would greatly increase 
the cost of construction. 

Gen. Fitzgerald said he was decidedly opposed 
to putting an armory over a market, or over any 
kind of stores. An armory should be apart from 
other buildings and not subject to attack from 
beneath, or demolition by the use of explosives 
introduced into its basement. 

Commissioner Coleman said that there were 
two blocks of land set part for the Gansevoort 
Market, one for a retail and one ior a wholesale 
market. Plans having been made for the retail 
market, he thought they ought not be changed, 
and that the question of putting an armory over 
the wholesale market should be considered in the 
future. He was somewhat in favor of the 
armory on the ground of economy. The matter 
Was laid over. 

The board authorized Mayor Grace to execute 
contracts for the final work on the Twelfth Regi- 
iment Armory. Capt. Ferdinand Earle asked the 
board to consider the matter of leasing the skat- 
ing rink at Fifty-tirst-street and Broadway for 
use as an armory for the Second Battery. The 
building, he said, could be had from now until 
May 1 next for the payment of taxes, and for 
the taxes and $5,000.a year thereafter. Com- 
missioner Coleman said he thought $6,000 a year 
Was enough for the building, the owner to pay 
the taxes, which amount to $2,750, out of that 
sum. He was empowered to negotiate for the 
building. 

The board refused to determine, withont more 
mature thought, whether the names of its pres- 
ent members should be inscribed on the tablet to 
be placed on the front of the Twelfth Regiment 
Armory, or whether they should allow their suc- 
ecessors to make themselves famous through the 
tablet. Eight sets of plans and specifications for 
the proposed armories of the Eighth and Twenty- 
Becond Regiments having been received, they 
were sent for examination to a committee, com- 
poseé of Gens. Newton and Fitzgerald and Col. 
Clark, who will meet and pass on them, with the 
aid of an expert builder, on Monday next, at 2 
P, M., in the Tax Commissioners’ office.

PROTECTING OYSTER BEDS. 
EVIDENCE OBTAINED AGAINST PERSONS 
WHO BEFOUL THE WATERS. 

Commissioner of Fisheries E. G. Black- 
ford and State Oyster Protector Mersereau are 
vigorously engaged in detecting and prosecuting 
offenders against the law passed by the last Leg- 
islature to prevent the’ dumping of garbage, 
sludge acid, and other refuse in the vicinity of 
the oyster beds of the State. Under their di- 
rection a number of arrests have already been 
made, and they have secured a large amount of 
evidence to present to the September Grand 
Juries of Kings, Queens, Westchester, and Rich- 
mond Counties. Among the arrests already 
made are those of the Captain of a tug and four 
scow laborers, all of whom were in the employ of 
Commissioner Coleman’s Street-Cleaning Bureau. 
On June 8 they were detected emptying the two 
ascows in the Sound, abont three-quarters of a 
mile to the east of Execution Reef Light, off the 
harbor of New-Rochelle. The oystermen of that 
locality say that for some time previous to these 
arrests about 2,400 cartloads of garbage had 
been dumped daily in the vicinity. Capt. Keyes 
was held for the Westchester Grand Jury in 
$1,000 and the men in $250 each. They claimed 
to have a permit for eo the garbage where 
they did. Capt. C. W. Bayes, of the tugboat 
Maggie Moran, was tried recently before Justice 
Edmunds for the same offense, and on his plea of 
guilty was sentenced to pay a fine of $100 and 
to imprisonment in the county jail for 30 days. 
The Captain paid the fine and the sentence of 
imprisonment was suspended. A similar case, 
that of the tug J. F. Winslow, will be tried be- 
fore the same court soon. 

The Commissioner and Oyster Protector have 
Soret very complete evidence in regard to the 

etilement of the waters of the Sound by means 
of sludge acid, having had detectives at work on 
the Kills and Newtown Creek for some time. It 
is asserted that 1 part of sludge acid in 1,000 
of water is sufficient to kill all the oysters and 
fish subjected to its influence. A number of 
sludge acid cases will be brought before the 
Grand Juries of Kings, Queens, and Richmond 
Counties during the coming week, and it is be- 
lieved that several indictments will be found. 
Commissioner Blackford declares that this law, 
unlike its predecessors on the statute book, shall 
be strictly enforced.

SOJOURNERS COMING HOME 
RATHER SLOWLY. 

The large increase in the emount of lug- 
gage thatis being handled by the city express 
companies gives the first sign of the close of the 
Warm season. The weather nas been pleasant 
both in the mountains and at the seashore, and 
only those who are obliged to come to the city 
have as yet deserted their Summer homes. Warm 
days and cool nights have been the rule, and 
every one knows thatitis these conditions that 
make the country the most attractive. 

At the office of Wescott’s Express over 5,000 
pieces of luggage were handled on Monday, and 
since then there has been an average of over 
2,000 daily. The number of pieces coming from 


the mountains and other inland points is greater 
than that from the seashore and lake resorts. 
One of the Wescott employes says that trunks 
are larger and heavier than ever. Some families, 
it is thought, take along stoves both to give 
solidity to their luggage and warmth to hotel 
roome in case of a cold snap. Wicker clothes 
hampers covered with carriage cloth are popu- 
lar, but they are not used except for soiled linen.

The trench digging for the subway con- 
duits is still a drawing attraction on Sixth- 
avenue. The crowd is large enough at times to 
impede the small force of workmen, and every 
detail of the work is an object of inspection.

One biock of the Manhattan gas main was 
shifted yesterday, but with the big main of the 
Mutual Gas Company on the other side, which 
has to be propped all the way, and with big 
boulders, which are as thick as nature and man 
could crowd them together, there is no end of 
expensive plumbing work, which makes the work 
exceedingly slow. 

Commissioner Crimmins and his brother con- 
tractor were present most of the day, and Sub- 
way Commissioners Hess and Moss were at hand, 
and said that Commissioner Flower would be 
there also but for the fact that he was out of 
town. Opposite the Broadway Tabernacle, 
which is at the corner of Sixth-avenue and 
Thirty-fourth-street, a force of men was set to 
work by Engineer Kearney to make some under- 
ground explorations.

It is supposed that the bootblack was sensitive 
and revengeful, forin a moment a thin wisp of 
blue and white smoke shot skyward from the 
rear of the truck.

Mr. Manning looked dazed. Then he unlim- 
bered himseif and slid to the ground. 
A score of people yelled * Fire !”” 
The horses were unhitched and driven 
over toward Park-row, where they were placed 
in charge of a small boy. By the time that the 
load of straw was fairly ablaze the firemen from 
the engine house at Centre and Chambers streets 
had begun work with pikes and hose. The bales 
were tumbled into the street and drowned in 
water. Then they were broken open and the 
straw was scattered about as on a barn floor on 
thrashing day.

DIED FROM BEATING. 


RESULT OF A DRUNKEN HUSBAND'S 
CONTINUED BRUTALITY. 

The conduct of Patrick Healey, a laborer, 
who lived with his wife at No. 550 Greenwich- 
street, gave rise to the opinion among his 
neighbors that in one of his drunken tits he 
would kill his long-suffering spouse, who, it is 
said, supported. the family. Mrs. Healey was 
employed in the Assay Office, in Wall-street, to 
clean out the place, and besides the wages she 
earned there she made a little money by doing 
similar work in other places. She and her hus- 


band had three children, and Healey, from all 
accounts, contributed but Jittle toward their 
support.

A week ey last Sunday Mrs. Healey gave 
birth to a little girl, and then her husband 
varied the monotony of his gigantic spree by 
beating her and showing off the baby. On Sun- 
day last Healey was more than usually drunk. 
He beat his 4-year-old son Michael and thentried 
to beat his wife, but she escaped him by running 
out into the street. Healey went away then, but, 
returning in the evening drunker than before, 
he beat his wife. Other tenants in the house say 
that he kicked and beat her awfully. Mrs. 
Healey’s injuries confined her to her bed, 
and on Wednesday night, shortly before 
midnight, she died. Dr. Hillis, of No. 49 Charl- 
ton-street, said that death was caused by blows 
and nervous shock, and early yesterday morning 
the police of the Eighth Precinct arrested Healey 
for murder. He stoutly declared that he was in- 
nocent. He wastaken to the Jeiferson Market 
Police Court, where Justice Ford remanded him 
to await the action of the Coroner.
